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DISASTER OFF GAY HEAD 


Life-Saving Crew’s Fierce Battle 
with the Storm. 


SIX RESCUED FROM DEATH 


Seven Men Lost with the Schooners 
Amelia G. Ireland and Clara 
Leavitt Last Saturday. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Dec. 1.— 
Sylvanus Calhoun, a member of the crew 
of the Gay Head Life Saving Station, has 
reached here, bringing news of the loss of 
the schooners Amelia G. Ireland, New 
York, and Clara Leavitt of Portland, Me., 
and of the Captain, mate, and four sea- 
men from the Leavitt and one seaman from 
the Irelana. 


The Captain, mate, and four seamen of 
the Ireland were saved, and one man came 
ashore from the Leavitt on wreckage. The 
names of the lost and the survivors had, 
not been learned when Calhoun left the 
Gay Head Station, which is at the other 
end of the island from here, as those who 
were rescued were too greatly exhausted to 
tell who they were or to name their com- 
Panions 

The wrecks occurred Saturday night. 
When the lifeboat was run down to the 
edge of the eurf, with six men at the oars, 
an attempt was made to launch her. She 
was swept back like a chip, and no sooner 
had she struck the beach than she was 
picked up by the wind and blown twenty 
rods away. Capt. Hayman then decided to 
try shooting a line to the Ireland, but this 
could not be done until daylight. With the 
first appearance of dawn the gun carriage 
was drawn up for service. Seven men 
could be seen clinging to the rigging of 
the Ireland. The line was shot toward the 
schooner. It fell short. The efforts were 
repeated until twelve shots had been fired 
in Vain, 

Spurred by the sight of the men in the 
rigging and the increasing severity of the 
storm, Capt. Hayman called for another 


trial of the surfboat. The craft was tossed 
back on the beach. Seven times the boat 
was launched, and the most ersistent 
efforts of the crew to breast the waves 
were of no avail. On the eighth trial, how- 
ever, success came, and, under the tre- 
mendous strokes of the men, the boat was 
driven from wave to wave till she reached 
the vessel. One seaman had perished, but 
the Captain, mate, and four esailors, barely 
ave, were rescued and taken to the sta- 
tion. 

Calhoua and several other members of 
the life-saving crew were injured by the 
lifeboat as she was driven on the beach 
in one of the attempts to launch her. 

The Clara Leavitt was a three-master of 
397.85 net tons, 127 feet long, and was 
built at Cape Elizabeth, Me., in 1877. The 
Amelia G. Ireland also was a three-master. 
She was owned by the Tidewater Oil Com- 
pany of New York, and was bound from 
Bayonne. N. J., to Boston, with a cargo 
of oil in tanks. She was 270.31 net tons, 
124 feet long, and was built in Somerset 
County, Md., in 1866. -She will be a total 
loss.

Seven Drowned at Gay Head. 


BUZZARD’S BAY, Mass., Dec. 1.—A mem- 
ber of the life-saving crew at Gay Head 
this morning reported that on Sunday the 
schooners Queen Hester, Vivian, and Clara 


G. Baker went to pieces on the rocks where 
the City of: Columbus perished’ some years 
ago. The life-saving station crew, in ten 
trips to the vessels, rescued nineteen of the 
several crews. Seven, however, perished. 


THE WRECK OF THE PORTLAND. 


Only Fifteen of the Few Bodies Re- 
covered Had Been Identified 


Yesterday. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 1.—Of the 
few bodies of victims of the wreck of the 
Portland which have been recovered in ‘he 
civinity of the disaster, only fifteen have 
been identified at this time.

The prospect for the immediate recovery 
of many more bodies is extremely doubtful. 


The tide sets down the cape from Highland 
Light to Nantucket with great rapidity. 
Many bodies may be carried into Nantucket 
Sound, and days or weeks may lapse before 
the sea yields up the bruised and battered 
remains. 

It is believed that many bodies were bur- 
ied in the sands of Cape Cod by Sunday’s 
gale, and that any now uncovered and cast 
up by yesterday’s storm will be so bruised 
and torn that identification will be next to 
impossible. Several bodies were seen beat- 
ing about in the high surf yesterday, but all 
efforts to secure them were futile, and they 
were carried out by the receding tide. 

Of all the wreckage known to have come 
from the Portland up to this time, only 
parts of the superstructure have been cast 
ashore. As this is believed to emphasize 
the theory that the vessel foundered, 
hull intact, it is probable that many bodies 
are confined in the sunken vessel. The evi- 
dence at hand tends to show that after 
hours of intense suspense the victims of 
the disaster were plunged to their doom in 
a sudden lurch of the vessel, which sent the 
hull to the bottom in a few minutes. 

The interruption of train communication 
is a great hindrance, not only to the ar- 
rival of those who would remove bodies, 
but to the transportation of them from 
here. The prostration of conwey transit 
has developed another difficulty. No freight 
has been able to get through since last 
week, and the supply of provisions is in 
danger of running out. This presents a 
more serious aspect because of the unusual 
number of etrangers who have to be pro- 
vided for in the hotels and other places, 
which rarely have a visitor from October 
to May. 

Agent Williams bears out the statement 
made by Geeral Manager Liscombe, that 
the Captain of the Portland was_ ordered 
not to sail, but that he disobeyed his in- 


structions. 


THE STORM ON CAPE COD. 


Loss of Life Estimated at 150; Prop- 
erty Damage, $510,000. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 1.—An at- 
tempt to fix the financial loss of Sunday’s 
storm in and around Provincetown and in- 
cluding the steamer Portland wreck was 
made to-day by several men who have lange 
interests in Coastwise shipping. The tabu- 
lations reached were as follows: 

Lives lost, (probably,) 150; loss of property 
on land, $10,000; loss of marine property, not 
including the Portland, $200,000; the Port- 


land, $250,000; loss in money and effects of 
passengers and _ sailors, ,000. Total— 
$510,000, 

The Boston fishing schooner Ruth M. Mar- 
tin arrived here this morning and was 
beached. The crew was-saved, one man, 
however, being badly hurt. The vessel is 
breaking up. 

A schooner su sed to be the Grace of 
Calais, Me., is ashore two miles southwest 
of Wood End Life-Saving Station, with 
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masts gone, cabin gutted, and no si of 
life. It is believed her crew has perished. 

Fragments of a large vessel, probably of 
600 tons, drifted ashore west-northwest yes- 
terday off Wood End. ,A large piece of an 
entirely different kind of vessel floated 
ashore shortly after. 


Wreckage Inside Cape Cod. 


BARNSTABLE, Mass., Dec. 1.—Greet 
masses of wreckage have been coming 
ashore on the inside of Cape Cod since Sun- 
day. A piete of a,xyessel mark “Emma 
—. Philadelphia,”’ with a tonnage of 1,600, 
came ashore at Sandy Neck, near Barn- 
stable Light, and last night three bodies 
were found near there on the beach. Much 
of the wreckage appears to be that of fish- 
ing schooners. There are no sig of the 
two barges lost from the tug Mas in the 
bay Saturday night. © 


Wrecks Near Vineyard Haven. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Dec, 1.— 
Another body from the schooner Island City 
has been washed ashore at Cottage City. A 
seaman who was supposed to have been 


lost on the schooner Abbie Sawyer is at 
a house near the wreck. He says. Mate 
Dudley and two other seamen of the Saw- 
yer were also saved. The schooner Chris- 
tina Moore, Capt. Smith, from’ Hoboken, 
N. J., for Yarmouth, N. S., with a cargo 
of coal, which dragged her anchors and 
sprung a leak, has filled with water and is 
in a bad condition. 


Large Wreck Near Plymouth, 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Dec. 1.—A wreck is 
on the ledge off Rocky Hill, five miles be- 


low here. She appears to be a large craft 
and is only visible when the sea is running 
high, as she is in the breakers at other 
times. The beach is heaped up with sea- 
weed, and possibly the bodies are in this. 


Bark St. Lucie Abandoned at Sen. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 1.—The British steam- 
er Orthia, Capt. Cole, from Glasgow, ar- 
rived here to-day and landed Capt. Appleby 
and eleven men of the crew of twelve of 
the barkentine St. Lucie, who were rescued 


from the vessel as she lay dismasted from 
the recent storm at 8 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of Nov. 29 in latitude 37.49, longitude 
71.27. One of the crew, Henry Heymeyer, 
had been lost. The St. Lucie sailed from 
New York, where she belonged, on Nov. 25, 
for Santos. She was cleared by Thomas 
Norton & Son. The vessel was built at 
Bowdoinham, Me., in 1874, and registered 
4s tons. She was owned by J. W. Elwell 
‘a 0. 


Pollock Rip Lightship Adrift. 


PHILADELPHIA, Deg. 1.—The American 
Line steamship Switzerland, from Antwerp 
for Philadelphia, which passed in the Dela- 


ware Capes this morning, had in tow the 
Pollock Rip Lightship, which she picked up 
adrift yesterday. The lightship was located 
off the New England coast at the eastern 
entrance to Nantucket Sound.

YACHTS WRECKED AND SUNK. 


Havoc Among the Fleet in’ Winter 
Quarters in Port Jefferson Harbor 
—Fine Boats Greatly Damagea. 


The gale last Saturday and Sunday caused 
lots of damage among the big fleet of 
yachts in Winter quarters in Port Jefferson 
Harbor. Many of them are anchored in the 
harbor, while others are hauled out at the 
different yards at that port. Port Jefferson 
has been popular with yachtsmen for the 
past few years because the harbor is land- 
locked and is generally safe from the winds 
and seas. The entrance to the harbor is 
very narrow, being only 200 feet wide, and 
it is only a north wind that can blow di- 
rectly through this opening. But last Sat- 
urday’s gale blew from the northeast with 
such force that it swept over the land and 
raised quite a heavy sea in the harbor. 

The wind was so strong that several of 
the yachts anchored in the harbor broke 


from their moorings and were driven on 
the beach. Others that were at anchor 
shipped such heavy seas that they sank. 
Some that were moored on the western side 
of the harbor escaped without any material 
damage. Among these was Commodore 
Fred T. Adams’s schooner Sachem, which is 
moored off Hawkins’s yard. The schooner 
Lady Evelyn, recently purchased by Major 
J. Fred Ackerman, hauled out at Hawkins’s 
yard, was another of the lucky vessels. 

The schooner Alsacienne, owned by ©, C. 
was moored out in the arbor. 
When she was laid bs a strake was taken 
out above the water line in order that the 
boat might be well ventilated and become 
sweet. The water rushed into this open- 
ing and filled the yacht, sinking her in 
twenty feet of water. The Alsacienne was 
formerly the Norseman and was owned by 
the late Ogden Goelet. She was built by 
Poillon in 1881, is 154 tons, and 112 feet on 
the water line. She was handsomely fitted 
and the immersion in the water will ruin 
all her interior. 

The steamer Halcyon, owned by Commo- 
doré Howard C. Smith of the Stamford 
“- t Club, sunk and had her stern dam- 

as she went down. This vessel, built 
by Polk of Poughkeepsie in 1882, is 109 feet 
long and 49 tons gross. Commodore Smith 
had fitted the vessel up luxuriously and the 
Halcyon was one of the most popular yachts 
on the Sound. 

The steamer Rival, owned by Gen. C. C. 
Dodge, stood the gale for some time, but it 
finally became too severe for her and she 
went down. The Rival is about the same 
size as the Halcyon. She was built from de- 
signs of Gustav Hillman by Pine at Green- 
point in 1878. 

The schooner Carlotta, owned by Vice 
Commodore C. F. Ulrich, sank at her moor- 
ings, This boat was designed by A. Cary 
Smith and built by J. J. Driscoll at Green- 
point in 1885. Her dimensions were 65 feet 
om the water line and 43.97 gross tonnage. 
faa of the unfortunate yachts was the

eamer Hirondelle, owned by Caleb G. 
vans. This vessel was built by Seabury 
Co. in 1893 and is 85 feet over all and 
$5.96 gross tonnage. 
The yachts that drove on the beach were 
the steamer Parthenia, owned by A. H. 
McKee, and was built in 1896 by the Dela- 
ware River Iron Shipbuilding’ Works at 
Chester, Penn., from designs by Gardner & 
Cox; she is a steel vessel of 130 gross ton- 
nage and is 142 feet over all; the steamer 
Restless, owned by Hiram W. Sibley, built 
in 1887 by Houston & Woodbridge at Ches- 
ter, Penn., and is 131 feet over all and of 
104.87 gross tonnage; the schooner Coman- 
che, owned by A. H. Fowler and W. D. 
Bishop, Jr., built in 1881 by Mather & Wood 
at Port Jefferson, and is feet on the 
water line, and the Neaira, owned by F. W. 
Lockwood, built in 1893 by Lawley of Bos- 
ton, and is one of the racing schooners sail- 
ing in the 60-foot class. She has won many 
rizes. The sloop Wayward, owned by 
aniel S. Ellsworth, also went ashore.

MARINE INSURANCE LOSSES. 


Underwriters to Meet to Discuss In- 
crease in Rates. 


Marine underwriters have not as yet re- 
received data in regard to the work of the 
recent storm to justify a definite estimate 
of the losses sustained by their companies, 
but they still adhere to the statement that 
the damage to insured property at sea is 
bound to exceed $1,000,000. One Boston 
agency states that it has $500,000 on risks 
which have been reported more or less dam- 
aged. 

It is not yet known how much insurance 
was carried by the steamer Pentagoet, 
which the underwriters fear is lost. 

The steamer Bostonian of the Wilson and 
Furness Leyland Line, which sailed from 
Boston on Nov. 15 and was due to reach 
London on last Sunday, has not been heard 
from, and the underwriters believe that she 
has broken down. Her cargo was insured 
in this city for $200,000. 

A_ meeting of the underwriters will be held 
on Wednesday, Dec. 7, to discuss the losses 
of the past week and their relation to an 
increase in rates, which is expected to come 
in = course rather than by agree- 
ment. 


Narrowly Missed Striking Wreck. 


Capt. Fisher of the Savannah Line steam- 
ship Kansas City, which arrived yesterday, 
reported a narrow escape from collision 
with a sunken vessel about a mile and a 
half north of the Northeast End Light ves- 
sel. The Kansas City was almost upon the 
wreck at 5 o’clock Wednesday afternoon 
when the spars protruding above the water 


were seen. Capt. Fisher said that- without 
stopping to take breath and give orders he 
jumped to the wheel himself and sheered 
off just in time. The wreck which he so 
narrowly avoided has been reported for 
months by coasting vessels as a menace to 
navigation. The spars are not always a 
warning signal, however, as they rise and 
fall with the waves, and are sometimes flat 
with the surface of the sea. The wreck 
as originally observed was apparently that 
of a four-masted schooner.

TRIED TO BURN WANAMAKER’S. 


Man Caught While Starting a Fire in 
the Basement of the Phila- 
delphia Store. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Dec. 1.—The 
timely discovery by a special officer of a 
man in the act of starting a fire in the 
basement of John Wanamaker’s department 
store this afternoon no doubt saved a seri- 
ous conflagration, and possibly the lives of 
many persons. 

The store covers an entire block and has 
five sales floors, and the building was at 
the time crowded with thousands of shop- 
pers and employes, about 90 per cent. of 
whom were women. Flames were seen to 
suddenly spring from a pile of wicker bas- 
kets, and at the same moment an officer 
seized a man who was stooping over the 
baskets in the act of striking a second 
match. The fire was quickly extinguished, 
and few of those in the building knew of 
their danger. 

The man, who gave his name as Michael 
Morgan, was locked up in default of $2,000 
bail. Two boxes of matches and a bottle of 


turpentine were found in his possession. 
Morgan said he had no home. 


MUSIC FIT FOR BOSTON STREETS. 


Commission Examines Wandering 


Players and Licenses Only About 50. 


BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 1.—The Bostan 
Music Commission to-day mobilized all the 
street musicians at the North Erd Park 
and for four hours listened to their efforts. 

The examination was made with the ob- 
ject of selecting and licensing only those 
who played classic music. There were hur- 
dy-gurdies, hand organs, and cornets among 
the instruments examined and one monkey. 
Several musicians were instructed to have 
their instruments tuned. The principal 


tunes played were ‘‘ The Banks of the 
Wabash” and ‘St. Patrick’s Day.” 

About fifty licenses were issued, and fully 
as many more musicians were turned away 
because their music was not up to the 
Boston standard. There was feasting and 
rejoicing in little Italy to-night by the 
fortunate ones, and a general musical at- 
tack upon late sleepers is promised on the 
morrow. 


HAZING OVER AT PRINCETON. 


The Entire College Meets and Ratifies 
an Agreement to That End. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 1.—A new epoch 
in Princeton University opened to-night, for 
the undergraduates in mass meeting assem- 
bled abolished hazing. The _ sentiment 
against this relic of the dark ages has 
been growing stronger for several years, 
and to-night came the culmination. An 
abortive attempt to reach the same goal 
was tried several weeks ago, but the 
sophomores made several conditions, the 
most prominent of which was the return 
of certain men to full university stand- 
ing by the Faculty who had been expelled 
for their indulgence in ‘the sport. The 


Faculty, naturally refused to consider the 
resolutions when couched in such terms, 
and the plan was dropped. 

The Faculty, while they have been dealing 
very summarily with men who have been 
caught hazing, have realized that hazing 
would never be abolished by their efforts, 
and have been anxiously waiting for under- 
graduate action, which they felt must soon- 
er or later develop. The matter of hazing is 
ype placed wholly in the hands of the stu- 

ents. 

A committee composed of upper class men 
will be the court before which men will be 
tried and judgment rendered., Their sen- 
tence will be submitted to the Faculty for 
ratification. The senior and junior classes 
met on Tuesday and passed the resolutions 
by a large majority. Yesterday the lower 
classes passed the same resolutions. The 
entire college assembled in Alexander Hall 
to-night and ratified the action.

ALDRIDGE ASKS SUSPENSION 


Seeks Relief from Duty Pending a 
Judicial Investigation. 


DECLARES HE IS NOT GUILTY 


Repeats that He Courts Inquiry Into 
the Canal Management—Gov. Black 
Defers Action Temporarily. 


ALBANY, Dec. 1.—Superintendent G. W. 
Aldridge of the State Department of Public 
Works asked Gov. Black late this afternoon 
to suspend him from office during the judi- 
cial inquiry of the findings of Judge Coun- 
tryman on the canal matter. Mr. Aldridge’s 
request was made in the form of a letter, 
the text of which was as follows: 

“Hon. Frank S. Black, Executive Chamber, 
Albany, N. Y.: 

““My Dear Sir: As a result of allegations 
of mismanagement and dishonesty in con- 
nection with the improvement of the canals 
under the so-called nine-million-dollar im- 
provement act, last January I asked that a 
full and complete investigation should be 
had. In &ompliance with this suggestion, 


the commission was appointed by you, 
which rendered its report on Aug. 4 last. 


“The conclusions and statements con- 
tained in said report, so far as they relate 
to this department and my own official acts, 
are not warranted by the facts. In a state- 
ment which I prepared immediately after 
the report was given to the public, but 
which was not given out until the heat of 
the recent political campaign was at its 
height, thus rendering {t impossible that it 
should be received by the public In an un- 
biased manner, I sought to meet the stric- 
tures placed upon my acts. TI did not ap- 
pear by counsel before the commission, and 
was not heard there except upon such mat- 
ters as the commission saw fit to ask me 
about. The inquiry up to the present time 
has been purely exparte in its character. 
I have, from the beginning, courted the 
freest and fullest investigation, and to this 
end I placed at the disposal of the commis- 
sion every facility within my power. 

“Being conscious of neither dereliction of 
duty or dishonesty in connection with the 
management of the cana] improvement work, 
I still court the freest inquiry at the hands 
of such body as will accept all evidence, 
whether for or against, and weigh it fairly 
and judicially. I believe that the public will 
suspend its final judgment as to my acts in 
connection with this most important matter 
until such time as an open and judicial de- 


ceaentaees may be had, and that is all I 
ask. 

‘“* However. in view of the fact that the 
special counsel appointed by you to exam- 
ine the testimony and the report of the 
commission for the purpose of ascertaining 
if they contained basis for judicial pro- 
ceedings, without going beyond the testi- 
mony taken by the commission, has report- 
ed that the conclusions of that body are 
warranted by the testimony, and that I am 
technically guilty of violations of the law, 
in justice to myself and to the public, which I 
have endeavored to serve honestly, I ask 
that I be relieved from the performance of 
the duties of my office until such time as 
my responsibility for alleged wrongdoing 
may be juditiafly determined. Very truly 
yours, GEORGE W, ALDRIDGE, 

“Superintendent of Public Works.”’ 


Further than the letter Superintendent 
Aldridge had nothing to say concerning 
Judge Countryman’s report. Gov. Black 
took no action this afternoon on Mr. Ald- 
ridge’s request, but says he will comply 
with it in the near future. 


WILL STAND BY ALDRIDGE. 


The Republican Organization to Aid 


Him and Adams—Woodruff for 


Them, Too. 


The canal scandal, and especially the con- 
nection of Superintendent Aldridge with it, 
is becoming of more and more interest to 
the Republican organization. As far as the 
leaders will discuss the matter they seem 
inclined to support Aldridge upon purely 
personal grounds. They say emphatically 
that they do not censure Gov. Black for 
the stand he has taken, but they also say 
emphatically that they have no doubt as to 
Aldridge’s strict personal honesty. 

They also say that as Aldridge has always 
stood by the organization, the organization 


should now stand by the Superintendent in 
his hour of trouble. It is recalled that Mr. 
Aldridge never failed to carry out the 
wishes of the party leaders, but appointed 
men whom they suggested to him. These 
leaders also commend him for the fortitude 
with which he has borne accusations and 
censure. 

It was said yesterday at the headquarters 
that as far as the organization would go 
in the matter would be to see that Mr. Al- 
dridge has the best counsel that can be re- 
tained and the fullest possible opportunity 
to clear himself. Mr. Aldridge, it was said, 
should not resign ‘‘ under fire,’’ as it would 
arene generally a confession of 
guilt. 

Personal friends of Mr. Aldridge say that 
an investigation will only show that he 
wac too “easy”’ in the sense in which pol- 
iticlans use the word—that is, that he did 
not exercise his own judgment enough, but 
appointed men on the recommendation of 
his party leaders, and that some of these 
appointees may be found guilty of mal- 
feasance or negligence. The same thing is 
being said as to State Engineer Adams, and 
it seems verysprobable that the organiza- 
tion will aid him with Superintendent Al- 
dridge in getting every possible opportunity 
and assistance in proving his innocence. 

Friends of Governor-elect Roosevelt said 
yesterday he considered it a delicate com- 
pliment on the part of Gov. Black to ask 
him to select the counsel to prosecute Su- 

rintendent Aldridge. While it is not 

nown whether Col. Roosevelt has made 
his selection, it is thought that he rather 
Mr. Root 
is very busy, and it is thought doubtful if 
he would accept the task. 

Lieut. Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff is among 
the warmest friends of Mr. Aldridge. He 
said yesterday that he would stand by him, 
as he had no doubt whatever of his personal 
integrity. He included State Engineer 
Adams in this statement and said that he 
would not retract or modify anything he 
had said about the canal question during 
the recent campaign. 

“IT have not one word to take back of 
what I said in my campaign speeches,” said 
Mr. Woodruff yesterday. ‘‘ The testimony 
taken by the commission appointed by Gov. 
Black I have not read, but I have read the 
report, and in no place does that report. 
charge either Adams or Aldridge with 
frank. although it does charge them with 
carelessness and neglect. On every point 
that’ was raised by the Democrats I met 
them in specific answers, and I am still con- 
fident that I am right. 

“JT have not read what Judge Country- 
man has written, and, while there may be 
in his mind reason for an investigation by 
the Grand Jury, I feel confident that neither 
Aldridge nor Adams will be found guilty 
of any more than was charged against 
them in the report of Gov. Black’s com- 
mission. Irn view of what I have said I 
am glad that Adams and Aldridge are to be 
tried, and I think it is my duty, the duty 
of the people, and the duty of the news- 
papers to suspend judgment until the ver- 
dict is rendered. 

“I believe both Adams and Aldridge to 
be honest men. I know more of Adams 
than I do of Aldridge, as I was associated 
with him in the work of the forest pre- 
serve. I am certain that he is an abso- 
lutely conscientious man. I\ would trust 
him with every dollar I have in the world. 
As for Aldridge, I have practically the 
same opinion. was Chairman of the 
Canal Board, and its work was regular in 
every way. Laymen cannot know much 


about the technical work of engineers, and . 


{in approvinig what was presented to us we 
naturally had to rely much upon Mr Adams, 
the State Engineer. 

‘“‘So far as 1 was able to ascertain, there 
was no fraud anywhere.

Rumored in Albany that William 
Barnes, Jr., Is Slated for the 


Office in This City. 


ALBANY, Dec. 1.—An interesting rumor is 
current here that Mr. William Barnes, Jr., 
of this city, is to be made Collector of the 
Port of New York. This, coming close on 
the heels of the statement that Mr. Barnes 
was to sell out his newspaper properties 
here and move to New York, gives color to 
the rumor. It is said that Mr. Barnes is 
well liked among the New York Republicans 


and has the backing of Mr. Platt, Mr. Odell, 
and others prominent in the management 
of the party’s affairs in New York City and 
State. It is also understood that a New 
York syndicate is negotiatin with Mr. 
Barnes for the purchase of The Evening 
Journal, which was founded by Mr. Barnes s 
grandfather in 1830, The other newspaper 
property he controls is The Morning Ex- 
press, which has been on the market for 
some time past. The head of the syndicate 
negotiating for the purchase of The Journal 
is now connected with one of the principai 
periodicals printed in New York City. 

Mr. Barnes is a native of Albany and a 
graduate of Harvard College. He entered 
journalism and local politics about 1890, and 
has since been active in both. He has been 
leader of the Republican Party in Albany 
for five years, the attainment of which and 
the holding on, has cost him a fortune. At 
the time he launched into the leadership it 
was stated that the fight cost him in the 
neighborhood of $20,000. His grandfather, 
Tharlow Weed, left him a fortune of over 
$100,000, and to this was added large 
amounts from other relatives. 


BIG FIRE IN ROCHESTER. 


Aeademy of Music Burned and 
Several Buildings Doomed. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 2.—At 1:30 
o’clock this morning fire was dicovered in 
the Academy of Music, for many years 
leased and managed by H. R. Jacobs, and 
the oldest theatre in Rochester. At this 
hour the theatre is doomed, and Reynolds 
Arcade, an immense business block, cov- 
ering more than an acre of ground, is 
almost certain to go up in smoke. The 
buildings adjoining the theatre on Mill 
Street will almost certainly be lost. 

The melodrama ‘‘ The Wheel of Fortune” 
is playing this week at the Academy of Mu- 
sic. All its effects will be lost. The thea- 
tre was formerly known as Corinthian Hall, 
and valued at about $50,900,

under the theatre are lost. The Arcade 
across the street has ignited, but the fire- 
man are working desperately to save it. 
Across the street from the Academy is the 
Powers Block, containing the famous Pow- 
ers Art Gallery. Streams are playing on 
it to prevent it catching fire. In the play

No reference 
is made in the will to the mysterious motor 
upon which Keely had been working for 
so many years. 

The stockhelders of the Keely Motor Com- 
pany must now await the pleasure of Mrs. 
Keely for an explanation of the motor, there 
being generally entertained a belief that the 
inventor imparted to his wife information 
on the mystery which will be of value to 
the company. 


A GIFT TO GEN. WHEELER. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Dec. 1.—Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler was presented with a handsome 
black Kentucky horse by his constituents 
and admircrs to-day. 

Heretofore Gen. Whegler, on account of 
his recent bereavement, has refused to al- 
low any public reception or demonstration 
in his honor, but, while the presentation 


speech was being delivered, at least 20,000 
persons surged forward to hear, to see, and 
to shake hands with the popular cavalry- 
man. The climax of enthusiasm was 
reached when he concluded his speech and 
mounted the horse he had just accepted. 
In his acceptance Gen. Wheeler referred 
feelingly to his long service in Congress 
and his love tor the people with whom he 
has been associated since early manhood, 
declaring the latest honor the greatest any 
people could bestow.

71ST CAPTAINS ARRESTED 


Major Smith Wants Bleecker and 
Meeks Court-Martialed. 


FOR CRITICISMS OF SAN JUAN - 


He Will Prefer Charges—Both Cap- | 
tains Stick to .Their Pub- 
lished Statements. 


Capt. Anthony J. Bleecker, Company_G, 
and Capt. William F. Meeks, Company 3, 
Seventy-first Regiment, were placed under 
arrest last night by Major Clinton H. 
Smith, the Acting Colonel of the regiment. 
They were relieved of their commands, and 
will, Major Smith says, be brought before a 
court-martial to answer charges preferred 
against them by him. These charges will 
be made under Section 7, State Militia Reg- 
ulations, which reads as follows: 

“ Officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard are at all times subject to the Mili- 
tary Code and the Regulations. Respect to 
superiors will not be confined to obedience 
on duty, but will be extended on all occa- 
sions. Deliberations or discussions among 
military men conveying censure toward 
others in the service and all publications of 
a personal nature are prohibited.” 

The action taken last night by “Major 
Smith, who was a Lieutenant Colonel of 
Volunteers, was caused by the detailed 
statements issued by Capts. Bleecker and 
Meeks, in which the actions of Col. Downs, 
Lieut. Col. Smith, and Senior Major Whit- 
tle of the Seventy-first Regiment during the 


| charge up San Juan Hill were severely crit- 


icised. Major Smith thas steadfastly refused 
to discuss the accusations made by the two 
officers. He apparently took no notice what- 
ever of the charges made against him until 
Capts. Bleecker and Meeks fired their last 
shot in the form of a combination state- 
iment. Then Major Smith consulted Brig. 
Gen. George Moore Smith and it becathe 
generally known that the officers would be 
placed under arrest. 

The fact that a military arrest was to be 
made caused very little excitement at the 
armory of the Seventy-first Regiment ves- 
terday. When Major Smith arrived at the 
armory early in the evening there were 
not more than half a dozen members of the 
regiment present. The members of Com- 
panies G and I, who have all along declared 
their loyalty to Capts. Bleecker and Meeks, 
and who it had been expected would be 


present in the armory and make a demon- 
stration when the officers who led them in 
the charge up San Juan Hili were placed 
under arrest, did not put in an appearance. 
Major Smith went at once to his office. A 
few moments later Capt. Meeks, who had 
been lounging about the armory, was sum- 
moned to appear before him. 

The officers retired to an inner office and 
remained there for over an hour. ,.Then 
Capt. Meeks departed, and Capt. Bleecker, 
who was late in reaching the armory, was 
summoned. His interview was short, and 
when it was over Major Smith said: 

“‘T have placed Capt. Bleecker and Capt. 
Meeks under arrest and have relieved them 
of their commands. Lieut. Henry Maslin 
is in command of Company. G, and Lieut. 
Alexander Williams is in command of Com- 
pany 1. I deemed it advisable to take thig 
step after consulting with the Captains re- 
garding certain reports which have beg@h: 
published concerning me. I. will draw Up 
charges against the two officers, and will 
forward them to Brig. Gen. George Moore 
Smith, who, in turn, will forward them to 
Major Gen. Charles F. Roe. They will be 
forwarded by him to the Governor, who 
will order a court-martial. 

When asked whether Major Gen. Roe or 
Brig. Gen. Smith had instructed him to 
prefer charges against Capts. Bleecker and 
Meeks, Major Smith said: 

“The charges could emanate only from 
me. Gen Roe did not prompt the charges, 
and Brig. Gen. Smith did not order them. 
I had a general conversation with him re- 
garding the published statements, and he 
asked me what action I intended to take 
in the matter. I told him that as I could 
not base the charges on the newspaper re- 
ports, it was my intention to ask the officers 
if the statements which appeared over their 
signatures were made by them, and, if 
they admitted it, I would prefer charges 
against them. He said that my action was 
the proper one, and, as both officers ad- 
mitted that they had issued the statements, 
their arrests followed. 

‘“‘ As to the truth or falsity of the charges 
I have nothing to say. The lawyers for the 
accused.may try to bring that out at the 
court-martial, but it remains for the Judge 
Advocate to decide.” 

Capt. Bleecker said: ‘‘I informed Major 
Smith that I was responsible for two state- 
ments made over my signature. I do not 
fear a court-martial.” 

The statement made by Capt. Meeks after 
his arrest was practically the same as 
Capt. Bleecker’s. He admitted having is- 
sued one signed statement, but repudiated 
a number of published interviews, and de- 
clared he had been misquoted. 

“¥ did not crawl in any way,’’ said Capt. 
Meeks. ‘‘I have never used the word 
‘coward’ at any time, and the statement 
made by me was simply a description of the 
charge up*San Juan Hill. I do not fear the 
court-martial; in fact, it is just what I 
want. The truth will be brought out very 
soon.”’ 

Major Gen. Roe said yesterday that he 
had no official knowledge of any charges 
made or about te be made. “It is a ques- 
tion,” said he, ‘‘ whether these officers are 
amenable to the laws of the National Guard. 
Major Smith is an officer of the National 
Guard, as are Capts. Bleecker and Meeks, 
but are Major Smith of the National Guard 
and Lieut. Col. Smith of the Volunteer 
Army the same?” 

Brig. Gen. Smith said that Major Smith 
had visited him at his home, 1,132 Madison 
Avenue, and that he had suggested to 
Major Smith to prepare the charges. 

Major Smith has twenty days in which to 
repare the charges and forward them to, 
brigade headquarters, and it may be after:

IN SEARCH OF HERR ANDRE. 


Explorers Hope to Find the Aeronaut 
Who Seught the North Pole. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—A special dispatch from 
Yeniseisk, on the River Yenisei, in Eastern 
Siberia, announces the arrival at the mouth 
of the Yenisei of an expedition that had 
gone in search of Herr Andre, the aero- 
naut, who ascended in his balloon in July 
of last year from Spitzbergen, with the in- 


tention of crossing the polar regions in 
search of the north pole. 

The expedition was wrecked while cross- 
ing from the Delta of the River Lena to the 
River Olenek, which flow into the Arctic 
Ocean southwest of Bennett and De Long 
Islands, but managed to reach an unin- 
habited island, about 120 miles from the 
mouth of the Olenek. There the party was 
ice-bound for seventeen days before it was 
succored.

Martin Mahon Tells of His Dealings 
with Mrs. Moore. 


COLORED WITNESS DISAPPEARS 


Courtroom Doors Torn Off by Crowd 
Anxious to Hear the Tes- 
timony. 


Just before Recorder Goff adjourned the 
trial of William A. E. Moore yesterday aft- 
ernoon Assistant District Attorney John F. 
McIntyre somewhat startled the court and 
the crowd of spectators by demanding that 
all witnesses for the State remain in the 
court until he had seen them. Mr. McIntyre 
wanted te caution them with regard to their 
duties. The trial had opened in earnest, and 
certain phases of It, according to Mr. McIn- 
tyre, had not been pleasing to the State’s 
witnesses. The most important one of the 
lot, William H. Ellis, colored, who is said 
to have been an associate of Mrs. Moore, 
had, in the idle diction of the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, “flew the coop.” He was 
in the courtroom during the morning in 
charge of Detective Cuff, and stood at the 
back of the room. Suddenly he feigned 1!1l- 
ness and asked to be excused. Nothing else 
Was seen of him during the day, although 
officers, armed with a body attachment, 
made diligent search for him. 

Recorder Goff transferred the case to Part 
IV., General Sessiong, In order to get the 
largest room in the building to accommo- 
date the masg of witnesses, lawyers, and 
spectators, but it proved too small to hold 


one-fifth of the crowd that assembled. When 
the court was opened a mad rush was made 
for seats. The officers were powerless to 
keep the crowd back, and the doors of the 
room were torn from their hinges. Capt. 
Wheelock’s left hand was cut and bruised 
in the scrimmage, and it was not until the 
Recorder himself demanded that the court- 
room be cleared of everybody not having a 
seat that order was obtained. 

Moores were escorted to their re- 
spective places shortly before 10 o'clock, the 
husband sitting beside Abraham Levy, their 
counsel, and the wife in the remotest corner 
that could be found, She was in charge of 
Court Policeman Walsh, who beamed kindly

Her 
gown was new. It was a tailor-made crea- 
tion of dark blue, with the palest kind of 
pale lavender for a collar, which was 
daintily trimmed with gold corded braid. 
She wore the same b at with the same 
big ostrich plumes, and it stood her in good 
stead when the lawyers for the prosecution 
frequently referred to her in terms that 
must have made her shudder. She had only 
to bow her head and the great crowd of 
curious people could not see her face. She 
sat through the taking of testimony, and 
was forced to listen to statements that 
drove other women blushing from the court; 
she listened with the keenest interest to the 
questions and answers that touched on her 
character; she played in a childish manner 
with her tiny watch when grave questions 
of law were being discussed, and toward 
the close of the day she leaned against the 
strong arm of her protector, oliceman 
Walsh, seemingly tired of the whole affair. 


McINTYRE’S UGLY CHARGES. 


The Assistant District Attorney opened 
the proceedings by presenting the case to 
the jury. He outlined it very carefully, 
growing emphatic and poetic by turns, and 
accusing Mrs. Moore in harsh terms. -He 
laid great stress on the scene in the Moores’ 


room in the Grenoble, where Martin Mahon 
says he was forced to sign the promissory 
note for $5,000, and exposed to the jury 
every minutest detail of the affair. Moore 
listened with unflinching face. In fact, 
during the whole day he never once changed 
his expression. 

Mr. McIntyre charged Mrs. Moore with 
being an improper person. He said that 
the State diu not hold Martin Mahon a 
purist, nor did the State regard Mahon as 
the prosecutor of Moore, but merely as a 
witness. Then he dwelt at length on 
Moore’s arrest and of the assault on De- 
tective Cuff in the Hotel Grenoble. His 
address took up just an hour and twenty 
minutes. 

Then came the first real flutter of ex- 
citement, attending the calling of Martin 
Mahon, proprietor of the New Amsterdam 
He is a middle-aged man, small of 
stature, with gray hair and mustache. He 
Was nervous and excited, and seemed to 
dislike the silent staring of the crowd. Ma- 
hon said that he first met Mrs. Moore three 

at his hotel. He met her as 
trahan, and she was a guest at a 
dinner party. Then he identified the much- 
talked-of $500 diamond pin, which he. ad- 
mitted later in the day had cost him £4 in 
London. 

Mahon testified that at the close of the 
dinner at which he first met Mrs. Moore 
she told him that she had lost some jewelry. 
He could not recall the date. A search 
was made for the jewelry. but it was not 
found. There -was a second and a third 
meeting between the witness and the co-de- 
fendant, at the New Amsterdam Hotel. At 
both of the meetings the alleged loss was 
discussed. His next meeting with Fayne 
Moore was on the day when he loaned her 
the diamond pin. She was living at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, Mahon testified, and told 
him that her own jewelry was in pawn. 
She said she wanted to go to a dinner party 
and needed some diamonds to wear. Then 
he told. of the incidents which led up to the 
appointed meeting in the Metropole, which, 
Mahon said, took place on Nov. 4 last.

APPOINTMENTS NOT DISCUSSED. 


Governor-Elect Roosevelt and the 


Party Leaders Fail to Meet. 


Although a large number of politicians 
were in the city yesterday little was done 
beyond the usual discussion of appointments 
to office. The matter of applications for of- 
fice is hanging fire in the long absence of 
Col. Roosevelt from Republican headquar- 
ters, and under the present difficulty of get- 
ting to Sagamore Hill. The politicians agree 
that no progress can be made until Col. 


Roosevelt comes to the city for another con- 
ference. 

It is now thought that he will not come 
here again, at least for purposes of con- 
ference with Senator Platt, Chairman Odell, 
and other organization leaders, until Dec. 
10. He will pass through the city to-morrow 
on his way to Boston to deliver another lec- 
ture at the Lowell Institute, but it is said 
at the headquarters that he will not stop 
long enough for the expected conference. 
As Senator Platt and Chairman Odell leave 
for Washington to-morrow evening to be 
gone for a week, the conference, it is un- 
derstood, has been postponed until the next 
Saturday. On that day Col. Roosevelt will 
again be on his way to Boston, and it is ex- 
pected that he will come to the city early 
enough to meet Messrs. Platt and Odell in 
the morning. 

For the last few days the Governor-elect 
has devoted himself to the task of writing 
several magazine articles on the war. The 
snow and the consequent falling off in the 
stream of visitors to Sagamore Hill have 
given him leisure and opportunity for lit- 


erary work. 


Hubbard Gets a Recount of Ballots. 


The application of Samuel H. Hubbard for 
a writ of mandamus directing a recount of 
void and defective ballots cast at the No- 


vember election for Assemblyman from the 
Tenth Assembly District. Kings, was grant- 
ed yesterday by Justice Smith, in the Su- 
preme Court. Mr. Hubbard was the Demo- 
cratic candidate against E. L. Collier, Re- 
ublican. He was beaten on the count by 
7 votes, and claims that there were 161 
rejected ballots. The recount will be made 
only on the protested ballots. 


Platt and the English Mission. 


Senator Platt said last night that the re- 
port that he had advised the President to 
transfer Ambassador White from Berlin to 


London was “absurd” and false. It is un- 
derstood that the Senator is still wiling 
to accept Joseph H. Choate, if the Presi- 
dent wishes to appoint him ‘as Ambassador 
to Great Britain. 


Croker and MeMillin Confer. 


Richard Croker called at the Hoffman 
House yesterday, where he had a long con- 
ference with Representative Benton McMil- 


lin of Tennessee. It was also said that 
Senator Murphy, who had come to the city, 
was present at the conference. Neither Mr. 
Croker nor Mr. McMillin would discuss the 
subject of their conference.

Workmen in Broadway Building Wait- 
ed, Tools in Hand, for Court 
Decision.

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GOV. TANNER INDICTED 


Charged with Neglect of Duty Con- 
cerning the Virden Riots. 


THREE COUNTS AGAINST HIM 


Grand Jury Holds Him Criminally Re- 
sponsible—Several Other True Bills 
Are Sequels of the Trouble. 


CARLINVILLE, Iill., Dec. 1—The Ma- 
coupin County Grand Jury made its for- 
mal report this evening to Judge R. B. 
Shirley concerning the Virden riot investi- 
gation. Its labors were arduous and com- 
prehensive. As was expected, the Grand 
Jury dealt pertinently with the affair, and, 
as far as it was able to ascertain, returned 
true bills against the principal participants 
in the tragedy of Oct. 12. It returned ten 
indictments, involving fifty-four persons. 

Against John R, Tanner, Governor of 
Illinois, there are three counts for palpable 
omission of duty and malfeasance in office. 

Freq W. Lukens, General Manager of the 
Chicago-Virden Coal Company, is charged 
with manslaughter on two counts. With 
Lukens, his deputies, Frank Wilder, J. E. 
Sickles, and J. H. Smith are indicted for 
the killing of Joseph Gitterle, a Mount Olive 
miner. The witnesses who testified to this 
charge were G. Wevelscip, George Boston, 
Ernst Unger, J. C. Holderness, C. E. Hen- 
zon, and Andrew Roberts. 

J. Foley, John Murphy, Pat McCranor, 
Richard Peak, Ed Cahill, and Dick Evans, 
Manager Lukens, with Detectives F. C. 
Gunney, Nelson Isaacson, B. B. Burton, 
John McKinney, and J. E. Sickles are in- 
dicted for manslaughter for the killing of 


Ellis Smith, a miner. 

John D. Knotts, an Auburn miner, is 
charged with assault with intent to murder 
Jacob F. Eyster, manager of the Climax 
Trading Company. Eye witnesses of this 
brutal assault who testified were Eyster 
himself, the Rev. Mr. Smith, ‘Night Officer 
Benjamin Whitler, John Bronaugh, and Mrs. 
Bukies. Mrs. Bukles is the owner of the 
hotel where Eyster was hidden from the in- 
furiated mob until removed under military 
escort.

They testi- 
fied that they were intimidated and pre- 
vented from following their legitimate em- 
ployment by an armed body of men who 
unlawfully and feloniously were assembled 
in Virden; that the Governor had been no- 
tified by the Sheriff of Macoupin County 
and Manager Lukens that there was no 
protection to be had from the county, and 
that he was earnestly importuned for State 
assistance. Other testimony tending to 
prove that the Governor was derelict in his 
duty was given by Manager W. F. Lukens, 
Sheriff P. C. Davenport, Dr. George West- 
lake, and others, 

Judge Shirley fixed Gov. Tanner’s bond at 
$500. Manager Lukens and the deputies 
charged with manslaughter were held in 
bonds of $1,000 each. In the minor cases 
bail was fixed at nominal amounts. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 1.—In talking 
about the indictment to some of his friends 
to-night, the Governor predicted that the 
Macoupin County case would share the 
same fate as the indictment returned by a 
Champaign County Grand Jury, which 
charged Gov. Altgeld with violating the 
flag law. In that case the bill was nolle 
prosequied by the State’s Attorney. 

“This whole thing,’’ said the Governor, 
“is too ridiculous to talk about seriously. 
It is absurd, and I shall treat it with in- 
difference. There is no use giving it atten- 
tion, for it deserves none. I think this will 
probably be the last of it, just as was the 
case in Champaign County.” 


BOXING’ FOLLOWS DANCING. 


Taught in Connection with St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Jersey City. 


The Rev. Edward L. Stoddard, rector of 
St. John’s Episcopal Church, Jersey City, 
who originated the idea of dancing classes 
in connection with churches, has decided 
upon another innovation He will interest 
the young men of his parish by opening a 
boxing school.

| His Tour of Duty Is the Occasion of

—Diamond Makes a Raid. 


Capt. Chapman left the Eldridge Street 
Police Station at 8 o’clock last night to 
make a tour of his precinct. He had gone 
less than a block when two men emerged 
from a dark hallway and followed him. 
When the Captain had proceeded another 
block his followers were four. When seen 
five minutes later the four had doubled and 
there were eight.

hen he returned to the station he 
smiled and said everything was “ getting 
along nicely.

INSANE FROM CIGARETTES. 


Louis Sechmalitz Has Hallucinations 
and Smashes Crockery. 


Louis Schmalitz, a Russian tailor, thirty 
years old, of 198 Moore Street, Brooklyn, 
has become insane through the excessive 
use of cigarettes, of which he smoked on 
an average eighty a day. He showed signs 
of a disordered mind on Wednesday morn- 
ing, When he told the boarders, between the 
puffs of a cigarette, that he was going to 
heaven, 

On Wednesday night he became violent, 
and declared that he was being pursued by 
enemies who wanted to kill him. Schmalitz 
upset the kitchen table and chairs, and then 
turned his attention to crockery and glass- 
ware. He smashed crockery, and it took 
five men to hold him pending the arrival of 
the police. Schmalitz was taken to the 
Stagg Street Police Station. It became 
necessary to put him in a straitjacket. 

Yesterday, in the Ewen Street Police 
Court, he fell on his knees and prayed that 
the angels might come to him with a cigar- 
ette. Magistrate Kramer committed him. 


WOULD STOP McDONALD’S CARS. 


Bedford Park Residents Declare Con- 
tractor’s Railroad a Nuisance. 


A single-track railroad which is used by 
Contractor John B. McDonald to facilitate 
the removal of dirt excavated from the old 
Jerome Park race track has so annoyed the 
wealthy residents of Bedford Park, through 
which the road runs, that they have applied 
for an injunction to restrain Mr. McDonald 
from further operating the road. The appli- 
cation was made yesterday in the Supreme 
Court by Lawyer William W. Niles, who 
has been retained by William Bohmsack 
and thirty other residents of Bedford Park. 
The road, they declare, is a nuisance, and 
was built in violation of the terms under 
which lots in Bedford Park are sold. 

When Mr. McDonald received the contract 
to build the new receiving reservoir on the 
Jerome Park site, he purchased a large 
tract of land to the east of Bronx Park, and 
about four miles from the race track. To 
this he extended the old railroad track and 
oy the excavated dirt to fill in the new 
ots. 

Mr. McDonald declares that the railroad 
is built almost entirely on lots owned by 
him. It cost him over $25,000, and he says 
it is absolutely necessary for the completion 
of the reservoir. The application will be 
argued on Monday. 


BITTEN BY A BIG DOG. 


Rosie Koenig, fourteen years old, daugh- 
ter of Conrad Koenig, a tailor, on Grove 
Street, Stapleton, S. IL, while returning 
home from an errand Wednesday night, was 
attacked by a mastiff owned by Christian 
Gade. Her face was lacerated and her 
right ear bitten off. 

The girl had reached the corner of Broad 
and Gordan Streets, when the dog jumped 
over the fence. Rosie made no attempt to 
run away, but put out her hand to pat the 
fog. The mastiff knocked her down and 
held her to the sidewalk with his paws 
while he clinched his teeth on her right ear, 
taking it off clean, as though it had been 
cut with a knife. Her screams brought a 
number of citizens to the scene, who suc- 
ceeded in driving the dog away. 

Rosie, covered with blood, was taken to 
her home, a short distance away, and Dr. 
Henry T. Goodwin was summoned. He 
dressed her wounds, and yesterday the girl 
was confined to her bed suffering from a 
nervous shock. Dr. Goodwin said that it 
would be ten days before he would be able 
to say whether there would be any serious 
results.

GEN SHAFTER THEIR GUEST 


He Tells U. S. Grant-Post No. 327 
of the Santiago Campaign. 


CAPT. F. A. COOK ALSO SPEAKS 


Commander of the Cruiser Brooklyn 
Talks of the Part His Ship 
Played in the Sea Fight. 


U. 8S. Grant Post, No. 327, of the De- 
partment of New York, Grand Army of the 
Republic, gave its ninth annual] dinner in 
honor. of its associate members at the Mon- 
last night. About 
300 members of the post were present, and 
in addition there were a ntimber of guests, 
prominent among whom were Major Gen. 
W. R. Shafter and Capt. F. A. Cook, the 
commander o1 the cruiser Brooklyn. Amer- 
ican flags were the only decorations, and 
the ices@vere served in boxes with shields, 
bearing the National colors, for covers. 
Heman B., Smith presided, and at the table 
were Gen, Stewart L. Woodford, who of- 
ficiated as toast master; Gen. Shafter, Capt. 
Cook, Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, the Rev. W. G. 
Cassard, Chaplain of the battleship Indiana, 
Silas B. Dutcher, ex-Mayor Wurster, the 
Rev. George E, Strobridge, Gen. George W. 
Wingate, and Lieut. Col. Joseph D. Miley 
and Capt. E, H. Plummer of Gen. Shafter’s 
staff. 

In welcoming the guests Mr. Smith allud- 


ed to the fact that in the post there were 
many men who had been wounded in the 
civil war, and there were others who had 
known what it meant to go into battle 
without rations. This sally brought a smile 
to the face of Gen. Shafter, which smile 
broadened to a grin when a man in the 
back of the room cried out, ‘‘ And we didn’t 
kick, either.” Gen. Woodford then intro- 
duced Gen. Shafter by proposing a toast to 
“the man who led the American Army in 
Cuba and who took more Spanish prisoners 
than he had men in his own command—the 
hero of Santiago.”” The toast was drunk 
amid a storm of cheers. 

Gen. Shafter ae his speech by saying 
that in his life talk had always had a small 
part. Action, he said, had crowded his 
speech-making talent into the background. 
“*T don’t feel that I have done any more 
than the duty my country imposed on 
me,” he said, ‘‘ When I left my father’s 
farm in Michigan thirty-seven years ago I 
little thought that I would ever have the 
honor of leading an American army into a 
foreign land, or that I should ever have 
reached the grade which I have. I take great 
Satisfaction in knowing that my efficient 
services have merited the praise and grati- 
tude of my fellow-citizens. When we went 
into this war we were not adequately pre- 
pared. ‘here was hardship and there was 
suffering. They go with war. It you are 
going to hurt a man you have got to give 
him a chance to hurt you. In the civil war 
we suffered, and we were hurt. [A voice: 
‘We never grumbled then!”] We don't 
grumble now, either. 

“I had the best army the United States 
ever saw—better than any we had in the 
civil war. All the available men of the 
regular army were in my command, and 
three-fourths of them had marksmen’s 
badges. I attribute our success to the fact 
that our men obeyed implicitly my order 
not to shoot until they had something to 
shoot at.’’ Gen. Shafter then went on to 
describe in detail the campaign and the 
battles before Santiago, and aumitted, as 
he has before, that he had made a mistake 
in fighting two battles in one day. On 
July 1 he said he felt that a disaster was 
impending, but the hand of Providence was 
manifested, and what looked like a possible 
defeat was turned into a glorious victory. 
He then paid a compliment to the navy, 
which he said had “‘ given most effictent aid 
in landing men from the transports.” 

“When we consider,” he said, “‘that it 
took us only sixiy days to end a foreign 
war, the result is marvelous. I am proud 
that so many of us came back, and that 
we came back so well. We had sickness, 
and, though it appeared that only 4,200 men 
were ill, over three times that number were 
taking medicine. We had plenty to eat— 
such as it was. We had bread, coffee, 
sugar, and bacon. My regiment in 1864, 
while following Hood’s division, had to eat 
corn parched on camp fires, and we didn’t 
kick, either. There has been a great deal of 
very bitter criticism of the campaign, but 
it seems to me that the Americans came 
out on top. I have no explanations to 
make. I think we should be so pleased that 
it ended as well and s) soon that we could 
abstain from calling each other names.’ 

Three cheers greeted Capt. Cook of the 
Brooklyn when he was introduced by Gen. 
Woodford. He said, in s king of the 
naval battle off Santiago, that in the cap- 
ture of the enemy, the Americans had the 
assistance of the Spanish fleet, at which 
allusion to the impotency of the Spanish 
mariners, the veterans of Grant Post set 
up a mighty cheer, ending in a hearty laugh. 

He related the Brooklyn’s part in the 
fight and gave a general but brief review 
of the entire action. He described the 
Oregon in action, and said that no sight 
could be more beautiful than the great bat- 
tleship bearing down upon the Spanish 
ships with more speed than any other ship 
in the American fleet. 

“I remember Schley’s remark,’’ Capt. 
Cook went on, “ after the Colon had struck 
and the battle was over. ‘ Well, Cook,’ 
said he, ‘the war is over and we'll go 
home! ’ 

In another part of his talk he raised a 
laugh by telling how the Spanish almost in- 
variably shot over our ships, “which makes 
me believe,” he added, “that when once 
they get the range they never change it.” 
At dusk that night the American ships saw 
two others hovering in the distance. . At 
first they were thought to be Spanish ships. 
When they came nearer, it was found that 
one of them, painted white, was an Aus- 
trian ship. 

* ——- to the naval regulations of that 
country the commander could not leave his 
ship at sea, but sent a representative aboard, 
who came to ask permission to go into San- 
tiago to look after Austrian subjects there. 

‘The Commodore: said to the officer,” 
added Capt. Cook, * ‘ Admiral Sampson will 
see you in the morning. but you had better 
keep off the coast to-night. It is a bad 
coast to-night for foreigners.’ The officer 
asked: ‘How far out? Twenty miles?’ 
‘Yes,’ answered Schley, ‘you had better 
go out forty miles.’ And he did, returning 
in the mornirg.”’ [Laughter.] 

In the course of his address, after allud- 
ing in complimentary terms to Gen, Shafter 
and Capt. Cook, Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, who 
was the next speaker, said: ‘‘ Territorial ex- 
pansion fs really but an incident in con- 
nection with the outcome of the war, al- 
though it may change materially the des- 
tiny of the American people. It has cer- 
tainly already raised ts in the estimation 
of the world from a second-class Nation to 
a first-class power. 

“The opportunity came to us unsought, 
and was simply taken advantage of by us, 
just as a man of strong character and abil- 
ity, who has lived -quietly, rises to the 
highest place when the eeoraiy forées 
itself upon him—like he who gave to this 
Post the name most highly honored among 
the Generals and statesmen of our coun- 


try.

CUBA’S COMMERCIAL NEEDS. 


Merchants of the Island Request Free- 
dom from All Taxes and Free Ad- 
mission to Our Marktes. 


SANTIAGO, Dec. 1.—This afternoon a 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
waited upon Commissioner Robert P. Por- 
ter, setting forth the need of a reduction of 
duties. With regard to sugar manufact- 
urers, the Chamber recommends freedom 
from all taxes for a number of years, the 
abolition of duties on machinery, and free 
admission of sugar to the markets of the 
United States. Regarding tobacco, the 
Chamber desires that the importation of 
foreign leaf be absolutely prohibited. 

The Chamber also requests an extension 
of the privileges granted by Spain in the 
Cuban mining industry for an additional 
ten years, expiring in 1913, owing to the 
fact that the warfare during the last three 
years has seriously injured the mining in- 
dustry. 

The Chamber considers that many things 
are greatly overcharged under the existing 
tariff, and. others greatly benefited. Among 
the former are petroleum and other re- 


fined mineral oils, and the memorial asks a 
reduction to5 cents a gallon. The Chamber 
also asks the entire suppression of export 
duties, with a view to the development of 
Cuban industries, and an abolition of the 
duty on passengers arriving in the island. 

The memoriaiists, pointing out their un- 
derstanding that American currency is ob- 
ligatory tender in all transactions that take 
place in the territory under American con- 
trol, characterize this regulation as pre- 
mature, because the litical situation in 
Cuba is not yet settled, and there is a lack 
of American currency to meet all transac- 
tions. These objections are independent of 
the fact that such a regulation must de- 
preciate the Spanish gold in circulation, 
thus being prejudicial to the public wealth 
and commercial interests. If, however, this 
regulation is to be enforced, the Chamber of 
Commerce requests the United States Gov- 
ernment to send enough silver fractional 
He abg o A to pay the army of occupation, 
thus bringing small coins into circulation. 

The memorial requests that. waste land 
be granted to natives who desire to culti- 
vate it, and that facilities be given for 
railway construction and other means of 
transportation and communication. 

Mr. Porter told the committee that a 
general recommendation had already been 
made to President McKinley and Mr. Gage, 
Secretary of the Treasury, based upon his 
(Mr. Porter’s) inquiries in four other prov- 
inces along the lines of the memorial just 

resented. He was able to add that he was 

n accord with the Chamber in most of its 
suggestions. 

Much had already been done, which was 
due in no small degree to the broad-minded 
policy of Gen. Wood, who had, Mr. Porter 
asserted, a complete grasp of the economic, 
social, and military problems confronting 
Cuba and America. Every dollar of reve- 
nue was now being honestly applied for the 
benefit of the people of the province. Cuba 
was no longer drained by a European 
power, and, under intelligent civil govern- 
ment, like that given by Gen. Wood, the 
complete industrial reconstruction of the 
island was near at hand. The committee 
of the chamber retired much gratified at 
its reception. 


STILL RAIDED IN PITT STREET. 


Revenue Agents Find a Complete Out- 
fit in the City’s Heart. 


Three men, captured in a raid made by 
revenue officers Wednesday night on an 
illicit still at 30 and 82 Pitt Street, were 
taken yesterday before United States Com- 
missioner Shields and held in$2,500 bail each 
for examination. The men were Herman 
Weinstein, janitor of the house; Abraham 
Cohen, and Paris Gillo. Cohen lives in a 
house in the rear. 

Such a large quantity of ‘‘ sugar whisky ”’ 
has made its way into east side saloons 
in the last several months that the Gov- 
ernment officers heard of it, and a month 
ago suspicion was directed against the 
house in Pitt Street. It was closely watched 
and the officers decided Wednesday that 
they had sufficient evidence that the still 
was being worked. Chief Internal Revenue 
Agent Robert Williams and five others 
went to the house that night and knocked. 
Weinstein opened the door. He immediately 
tried to close it but was too late. He 
tried then to cry out, but the officers stopped 
him. He was forced to lead the way to the 
rear house, but the officers had to break 
down three locked doors before they got 
there. The noise they made, they think, 
alarmed the men in the still, for they found 
it deserted. 

Up stairs lived Cohen and his wife, and 
Cohen and Gillo were found hiding in a 
closet. They were dragged out, while Mrs. 
Cohen denounced the proceeding as an out- 
rage. A ten-gallon keg of sugar whisky 
was found under a bed, 

A still was in full blast in the basement 
with no one running it. Seventy-five gal- 
lons a day was computed to be its capacity. 
There were 13 barrels of mash, 200 pounds 
of sugar, and 10 gallons of spirits. The 
materials were for making sugar whisky, 
a cheap drink, with a flavor which makes 
it sell readily. 


BIRMINGHAM ROLLING MILL. 


Creditors Urge That There Be a Re- 
organization of the Company. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 1.—To-day a 
meeting was held of the larger creditors 
of the Birmingham Rolling Mill Company, 
which assigned yesterday, and, after full 
statements from the officers, resolutions 
were passed expressing the belief that the 


company hai more assets than sufficient 
to pay debts and declaring that reorgan- 
ization is practical and desirable and urging 
that it be effected. 

The creditors also urge that the opera- 
tion of the plant be continued, in order to 
use up the raw material on hand, and that 
the stockholders should be given thirty days 
to devise a plan of reorganization. it was 
learned to-day that the total debts of the 
company amount to $495,000. The assets 
are, $687,000, representing the value of the 
plaft and quick assets, including bills pay- 
able, $300,000; total, $987,000. The total 
capitalization is $757,000, of which $75,000 
is preferred. 


BIG PURCHASE OF COAL LANDS. 


Seven-Thousand-Acre Tract Acquired 
by One Company Near Dubois, Penn, 


DUBOIS, Penn., Dec. 1—The consumma- 
tion of what is without doubt the largest 
coal deal 2ver made in this centre of the 
bituminous coal regions, was effected to- 


day. The Northwestern Mining and Ex- 
change Company, which has been operating 
for the past quarter of a century in Elk 
County, is the purchaser. 

The tract acquired by the Northwestern 
adjoins and lies directly south of their place 
in Jefferson and Clearfield Counties, and 
comprises over 7,000 acres of the finest bitu- 
minous coal lands in the State. The exact 
ameount which changed hands on the deal is 
not obtainable, but there is no doubt that 
the transaction will lead to the investment 
of many millions in this section. 

The Erie Railroad, which ts the controling 
power of the Nurthwestern, will extend its 
line to this place, thereby giving another 
competing line to the great lakes and the 
East and West. 


DUMPED INTO RIVER WITH SNOW 


Drivers Cart Tilted Unexpectedly and 
He Was Drowned, 


William Thompson, twenty-four years old, 
of 306 Third Street, Jersey City, was 
drowned last night at Per 18 North River, 
where he had gone to dump a load of snow.

SOLDIER BOYS GET TO WORK 


-Would Father Earn Honestly $2 a 


Day in Removing Snow than 
Live in Idleness. 


“T ain’t got nothing, I don’t know noth- 
ing, and I won’t say nothing.’”’” That is 
Commissioner McCartney's statement for 
publication made yesterday afternoon in the 
Office of the Street Cleaning Department, in 
the New York Life Building. There was 
evidence of careful rehearsal in the state- 
ment, and the Commissioner did not de- 
fart from his usual suavity in making it. 
‘He had been asked for an account of the 
work done and the plans for the future, and 
he said that hereafter any statement on 
these matters coming from him would be 
Over his own signature. 

“If you to publish anything from 
me, you can say that I say that I 
ain’t eX nothing, I don’t know noth- 
ing, and I won't say nothing,” was 
the way the Commissioner put it. Re- 
peated urgings were of no avail, the head 
of the Street Cleaning Department shaking 
his head in a determined fashion every 
time a question was put to him, but saying 
not a word. 

A search for Capt. Gibson, the Deputy 
Commissioner, who on the day previous said 
that he cared not for opinions or strictures 
on the work of the department as long as

light. His desk in the office where he is 
usually seated was empty, and some of the 


employes said that the Captain would not ;

Later in the day word was sent around to 
the various branches of the department 
that the Superintendents were not to talk. 
Before. that order came Snow Inspector 
Bradish was seen at the office in the City 
Hall Park. and he said that Broadway be- 
low Fourteenth Street was now clear, and 
the work was going on in the streets where 
the traffic was above normal. At that time 
he was not in possession of reports from the 
District Superintendents, and could give no 


detailed estimate of the snow removed, but 
said it would approximate 16,000 cubic 
yards. When he was again seen, later in 
the day, and asked for these reports, he 
Said that he had no statement to make, and 
Would have none ir. the future. All reports 
hereafter, he said. would have to emanate 
from headquarters. 

The Board’ of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment met in the Mayor’s office in the morn- 
ing. None of the members of the Street 
Cleaning Department executive force was 
present but the board acted on a communi- 
cation received from Commissioner McCart- 
hey asking thai money be transferred to 
meet the exigencies of snow removal. It 
Was decided to authorize a transfer of $100,- 
000 from the street-sweeping account to 
that of snow removal, and should the first- 
named account need to be increased on ac- 
count of this transfer, revenue bonds will 
be issued to meet the deficiency. The board 
also appropriated $40,000 for removal of 
6n2 Vv in Brooklyn. 

The statements so far issued by the Street 
Cleaning Departme t would tend to show 
that the $100,000 appropriated for 
hattan is already used up for 
very little work tat has been done. Ac- 
cording to the last statement made, an 
average of 6,000 men and 2,500 carts have 
been at work since the snowfall of Sunday. 
The men are paid $2 a day each, the sin- 
gle carts $3.50 a day, and the double carts 
$6aday. At that rate, the pay due men so 
far would be about $48,000 for four days, 
and, averaging the wage of the carts, about 
the same amount would be due them. That, 
in all, would be about $96,000. As against 
this, the estimates of the department are 
that about 90,000 cubic feet of snow -have 
been removed and dumped. The average 
price paid contractors for this work was 
40 cents a cubic foot, so that the work 
which the department estimates it has done 
for $96,000 could have been done by contract 
for a trifle over $36,000. As Commissioner 
McCartney will not talk, no elucidation of 
this discrepancy in figures could be ob- 
tained. 

Dr. E. A. Gallant, who is in charge of the 
Soldiers’ Employment Bureau, at 316 East 
Fifteenth Street, where the Women’s War 
Relief Committee, of which Miss Gould was 
@ prominent member, was formerly located, 
yesterday put forty-seven discharged sol- 
diers to work shoveling snow for the de- 
partment at $2 a day. The men were given 
clothing and stout shoes before starting out, 
and were attached to the station at the 
foot of East Seventeenth Street. They all 
expressed satisfaction at being able to get 
s0me employment, and most of them were 
working during the day around Union 
Square, where their blue uniforms made a 
strange contrast with the nondescript get- 
up of their colaborers. 

One of these soldiers, a young 
lost his place when he went to the front, 
when asked if he thought his occupation de- 
grading after having served in 
said: ‘“ We are out of work and without 
money. I think I speak for all of my com- 
rades when I say that we are glad to get 
honest work at good pay rather than be in 
fdieness. I take it that it is better than 
starving in trenches and contracting fevers 
of all kinds for a munificent $13 a month. 
We don’t regret what we did for the coun- 
try, but we don’t look for mock sympathy, 
now that we are back and willing to take 
the best thing that offers.’’ 

Broadway. at least, was in better shape

HIS INCOME NOT SUFFICIENT 


To Resume Practice, and Believes He 
Can Earn More than the 
Judicial Salary. 


Morgan J. O’Brien, Justice of the Supreme 
Court of this State, Appellate Division, First 
Judicial Department, authorized the an- 
nouncement yesterday that he intends to 
send his resignation to the Governor to 
take effect on Jan. 1, 1899, just three years 
before the expiration of his term. Beyond 
the statement that his proposed retirement 
from the bench was prompted solely by per- 
sonal motives Justice O’Brien declined to 
discuss the subject in advance of tHe recep- 
tion of his resignation by the Governor. 

The news of Justice O’Brien’s intention 
caused much surprise among his friends and 
among lawyers generally. His popularity in 
the community and the excellent record that 
he has made on the bench stimulated public 
interest and curiosity in the matter, and 
there was much conjecture regarding the 
causes that impelled this action.

THE CHICAGO FIT TO FIGHT. 


In Commission as One of the Best 
Fighting Machines in the Navy. 


The reconstructed cruiser Chicago was 
placed in commission at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard yesterday afternoon with the usual 
ceremonies, and Capt. P. H. Cooper assumed 
command, 

The Chicago went out of commission about 
three yeafs ago. She has been at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard ever since undergoing 
extensive alterations. The ship is now 
schooner rigged. Her armament has been 
greatly strengthened, her armor made 
heavier. and she is now regarded as one of 
the most formidable fighting ships in the 
United States Navy. 

The Chicago carries a crew of 450 men. 
Her armament consists of four 8-inch guns, 
fifteen 6-inch, and other guns of lesser 
calibre. The interior fittings of the Chi- 


cago are fire-proof throughout, she being the 
first vessel in the navy to be fitted with non- 
combustible woodwork.

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REPORT ON AGRICULTURE | 
Secretary Wilson Will Extend the 
Department in Our New Islands. 


SPEAKS OF THEIR RESOURCES 


Wants Congress to Appropriate Funds 
for Developing Our Colonial .Terri- 
tory—Exports and Imports. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 1.—The annual re- 
port of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
was made public to-night. 

Discussing agricultural resources in our 
newly acquired islands, Secretary Wilson 
says: \ 

In the territories recently brought under the 
control of the United States Government the 
agricultural interests urgently call for attention 
by this department. Hawaii and the West In- 
die Islands depend almost exclusively for their 

rosperity upon their agricultural productions. 

t behooves the department, therefore, to place 
itself at the earliest moment possible in a posi- 
tion to extend to the agriculturists of chose ter- 
ritories which have or may come under the 
United States flag the services and benefits 
which it renders to the farmers of the United 
States. The increased trade relations which may 
be looked for between the United States and its 
insular dependencies, moreover, render the con- 
ditions of agriculture in the latter and the char- 
acter and extent of their productions matters of 
profound interest to the people of the United 
States. In the interest of our own agrisulture 
not only must the agricultural resources of these 
islands be studied closely and intelligently, but 


the dangers which threaten agriculture in these | 


territories in the form of plant diseases or in- 
sect pests must be made the wabiact of epecial 
investigation, with a view to provide agriculture 
there with preventive or remedial agencies, und 
also to secure our own agriculture from the 
possibility of their introduction into this coun- 
try. It is urgently necessary, therefore, that 
Congress should as speedily as possible provide 
a sufficient fund for the use of this department 
in making such investigations as may be neces- 
sary into the agricultural resources and _ con- 
ditions in Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Cuba, and the 
Phillippines. 

The Secretary discusses at length the out- 
look for exports of agricultural products. 
On the practicability of exporting dairy 

roducts, he says that owing to a better 
fome demand it is not commercially profita- 
ble to send butter to Europe just now, as 
the home demand at present absorbs the 
supply. The American farmer, the Secre- 
tary says, is now selling cheap grains and 
mill feed to the European dairymen, who 
meet us in European markets with products 
made from raw material furnish by us. 
Continuing, he says: 

But there is reason to believe that there is a 
growing tendency toward the consumption of 
grains and mill feeds at home, and exporting the 
products of skill and intelligence. The trade in 
American farm products is growing in the China 
seas, and in order that markets may be opened 
up in Japan, China, and other countries ef 
the Pacific Ocean an agent is now in that region 
establishing agencies, to which the department 
will make trial shipments and gather all in- 
formation possible for the American producer. 

The Secretary recommends the extension 
and adoption of the provisions of the law 
regarding the inspection and certification 
in meats and meat products for export so 
as to make them apply to butter and cheese. 
The brands of “pure butter’’ and “ full 
cream cheese,” he thinks, should be affixed 
by United States Inspectors to such prod- 
uets as come up to the required standard 
of quality. This would place the good but- 
ter and cheese of this country in_ foreign 
markets under the identifying label and 
guaranty of the United States Government. 

With reference to importations, the Sec- 
retary says: 

There is an evident necessity for the inspection 
of many articles imported from foreign coun- 
tries that contain substances injurious to the 
public health. The department chemists are 
doing work along this line that suggests a more 
comprehensive inquiry. The department now 
buys samples for analysis in the open market. 
It may be necessary, however, where there is 
ground for suspicion for the identification of 
source to open packages at ports of entry, as it 
is proposed in ioreige countries to do with our 
exports in certain cases. 

The Secretary enlarges upon the need of 
nature teaching in the common schools. He 
says that there is a growing interest in 
education that relates to production, and 
all classes of intelligent people favor it. 
More knowledge by the farmer of what he 
deals with every day would enable him to 
control conditions, produce more from an 
acre, and contribute more to the general 
welfare. 

The report suggests that the greatest 
difficulties are to overcome the conservatism 
of the local boards' managing country 
schools and to get competent teachers. 


THE WAR INVESTIGATION. 


Difficulty in Securing Testimony Here 
and in Boston, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—A majority of 
the War Investigating Commission arrived 
here to-day after a visit to New York and 
Boston. Ex-Gov. Woodbury and Dr. Con- 
ner were left to conclude the work in Bos- 
ton, and they are not expected to rejoin 
their associates before Saturday. ~ 

The commission will resume its sittings 
here to-morrow. Several witnesses are still 
to be examined, among them being some 
the commission had expected to see while

MRS. LIVINGSTONE DISCHARGED. 


Acid-Burneced Woman Faints When Ar- 
raigued in Police Court, 


Mrs. Grace Livingstone, who gave her a4- 
dress as 9 West Twenty-second Street, was 
arraigned yesterday in the West Side Court 
on a charge of attempting suicide Nov. 4. 
She was discharged. Mrs. Livingstone had 
been discharged from Roosevelt Hospital 
just before she was taken to court. 

She was found on the night of Nov. 4 at 
Sixty-fifth Street and the Boulevard, with 
her mouth and face burned with carbolic 
acid. Mrs. William H. Murphy of West 
Sixty-fifth Street said that Mrs, Livingstone 
had been to see her that afternoon, and 
they had a stormy interview, Mrs. Murphy 
charging that her husband, from whom she 
had been separated, had been friendly with 
Mrs. Livingstone. She declared that Mrs. 
Livingstone had attempted to drink carbolic 


acid then. She tried to prevent her, but the 
woman had spilled some of the acid on her 
face and mouth. She said Mrs. Livingstone 
then left the house. 

Mrs. Livingstone repeatedly said in the 
hospital that her husband had promised to 
call on her, but he never did so, 

In court Mrs, Livingstone was Mp weak. 
While waiting for her case to be called she 
fainted. Capt. Delaney said that he be- 
lieved the woman had made no attempt on 
her life, and he wanted to withdraw the 
charge. Mrs. Livingstone showed a letter 
from Dr. Parker of Roosevelt Hospital 
which, the woman said, stated that she had 
not attempted her life. Magistrate Mott, 
after reading the letter, discharged her. 
Neither the Magistrate nor the woman 
would divulge the contents of the letter. 


Father Kills His New-Born Child. 


EAU CLAIRE, Wis., Dec. 1—At Cameron, 
a village about thirty miles north of here, a 
child was born in a poor family named 
Dunn. The father, in celebration of the 
event, became intoxicated, and on returning 


home seized the babe and dashed out its 
brains, He was on the point of strangling 
his wife when neighbors interfered. The 
Marshal, with twelve men, arrested Dunn, 
but not before the latter fired several shots 
with a revolver, one of which clipped off one 
of the Marshal’s ears. Dunn was taken to 
the county jail at Barron to prevent a

Proposed Rate Compact Threatened 
by Reinsurance Problem. 


It was learned yesterday that the Fire 
Insurance Tariff Committee, which has 
been engaged for the past five weeks in 
drafting a plan for another tariff associa- 
tion in this city, for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the restoration of rates, has come to 
an agreement upon all but four of the ques- 
tions which must be settled if rates are to 
be increased. These four questions are the 
branch office problem, the regulation of 


brokers, the practice of overhead writing, 
and the matter of forei reinsurance. 

The sub-committee, which has been work- 
ing on the branch office matter, will make 
its report on next Monday, and the adop- 
tion of this report without material change 
is expected. The proposition for regulating 
brokers has not been put in sumioionty defi- 
nite form as yet to warrant a vote in the 
committee, but a long contest is not antici- 
pated. It is also likely that the resolution 
in regard to overhead writing will be adopt- 
ed, in view of present conditions, which are 
believed to make it incapable of absolutely 
effective enforcement, 

The one question which has so far com- 
pletely defied all attempts at agreement re- 
lates to the resolution requiring companies 
to confine their reinsurance business_ to 
members of the proposed association. Two 
large New York companies had practically 
agreed to support the resolution, when a 
strong Hartford com y definitely refused 
to relinquish its foreign reinsurance treaty. 

The committee will hold its next meeting 
on Monday, Dec. 5. 


NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS 


The conference of liability insurance 
managers will meet in this city on Dec. 15. 


Negotiations for the reinsurance of the 
business of a local fire insurance company 
are said to be nearly completed. It is re- 
ported that another company which has 
been “ plunging” is also looking for rein- 
surance, and a third local company is en- 
deavoring to procure reinsurance for part 
of its business. 


Local insurance managers said yester- 
day that the large reduction in suburban 
fire insurance rates recalled the conditions 
which led up to the 83 1-3 per cent. reduc- 
tion in metropolitan rates in December, 
1897, which ended in the present demor- 
alization of rates. It is expected that the 
brokers will begin to-day to present exist- 
ing policies for cancellation, in order to ob- 
tain the benefit of the reduction. 


National Fraternal Union Receiver. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 1.—Judge Smith 
to-day appointed A. A. Ferris receiver for 
the National Fraternal Union, limiting his 
duties to the seven-year certificates.

‘THE NEW TROTTING TRACK 


Ground for a Course Near Yonkers 
Will Be Broken Monday. 


W. H. CLARK WILL OPERATE IT 


Track Is to be a Mile Long anda Grand 
Circuit Meeting Will Be Held 
On It Next Fall. 


—— 


A mile trotting track, one of the most 
~ magnificent in the country, and a Grand Cir- 
cuit meeting are now assured to New York, 
for the contract for building the track and 
grand stand was awarded on Wednesday to 
Pennell & O’Hearn, contractors of this city. 
The track will be built on a big tract of 
ground near Yonkers owned by ex-Corpora- 
tion Counsel William H, Clark, and, as an- 
notnced in THE NEW YorK TIMES last 
month, Mr. Clark and a few other horse- 
men of this city will operate it. Mr. Clark 
“and his partners intend to spend $150,000 
in building the track, and to offer at a 
Grand Circuit meeting which they intend 
to hold next Fall $42,000 in purses. 

This will bring to New York, which has 
been without a mile trotting track since 
old Fleetwood Park was abandoned by the 
Driving Club, the best light-harness horses 
in the country, and it will increase the in- 
terest in this city in the harness horse, 
which the opening of the Speedway has al- 
ready stimulated. It is proposed to make 
the grand stand a feature of the track, for 
the best points of all of the big grand 
stands on race tracks throughout the coun- 
try will be blended to build a big metal 
structure, probably on the cantilever style, 
which will offer shelter from the rain or 
from the sun’s rays. 

The specifications of the contract to build 
call for a track 100 feet wide, one mile in 


circumference, and oval in shape. The 
stretch and back stretch will each be a 
quarter of a mile long, and the turns at 
either end of the oval the same length. 
The track is to be without a slope in any 
ortion, and to make the ground perfectly 

evel it will be necessary to cut out 300,000 
cubic feet of earth and spread it evenly 
over the surface. Over this a top dressing 
of twenty-two inches of loam will be laid, 
and this preparation it is expected will 
make the track one of the fastest in the 
country. The contractors say they will 
have the track ready by May 15, the date 
set in the agreement, but in order to do so 
they will have to keep several shifts of 
men at work, so that the full twenty-four 
hours a day will be employed. 

It is said that Mr. Clark, who has sold 
out his stable of trotting horses and most 
of his trotting stock at his farm, originally 
intended to build a running track on the 
gite, but that finding he could not obtain 
a license from The Jockey Club he aban- 
doned the idea. He has gotten together a 
large stable of thoroughbreds, and has se- 
cured under contract, at $10,000 a year, for 
two years, the services of Jockey Maher. 

One thing about the track which will rec- 
ommend it to New York horsemen is the 
fact that it will be within easy driving dis- 
tance of the city. It will also be easy of 
access by railroad and trolley road, for 
the New York and Northern Railroad will 
build a spur up to the gate of the track, 
while the trolley cars from Yonkers and 
Mount Vernon will run near the entrance. 
The track will be midway between Mount 
Vernon and Yonkers’ and will be bounded 
on the north by Yonkers Avenue, on the 
west by Central Park Avenue, and on the 
east by Midland and Woodlawn Avenues. 
Ground will be broken on the track on 
Monday.

COL. PAYNE’S NEW STEAM YACHT 


The Aphrodite, Launched at Bath Yes- 
terday, Largest Ever Built Here. 


BATH, Me., Dec. 1.—Col. Oliver H, 
Payne’s steam yacht Aphrodite, built by the 
Bath Iron Works, was successfully launched 
this afternoon in the presence of hundreds 
of the townspeople, who crowded every 
available space in the yard. The yacht was 
christened by Miss. Vivie Scott, daughter of 
Capt. C. W. Scott, who is to command the 
vessel when she is completed. Col. Payne 
was not here. The name of the yacht had 
been kept a secret at the request of the 


owner, so that it was a big sur rise to 
nearly everybody when it was displayed in 
big letters on a board at the bow as she 
slid down the ways. 

The yacht took the water easily and 
smoothly and slid well out into the river, 
where she was caught by a tug and towed 
pack to the yard.

The yacht is to be delivered to her 
owner next May, 

The yacht is the largest ever built in the 
United States and, as the specifications de- 
manded, the finest.

Length of hull, 300 feet six inches; length 
on load-water line, 258 feet; beam, 35 feet; 
depth of hold, 20 feet six inches; mean 
draught, 15 feet. The yacht has triple ex- 
pansion engines, the largest ever placed in 
a pleasure craft, and which will’ drive the 
yacht, under ordinary conditions, at the 
rate of 15 knots. She will be bark rigged.

GO DEEPER. 

Crimes more serious than waste and 
the misapplication of funds were com- 
mitted in the canal work of ALDRIDGE 
and ADAMs. There was corruption and 
thievery—the actual stealing of public 
money. Proof of extravagance and im- 
proper expenditure was presented to the 
public in the report of the Investigating 
Commission. We now go a step further, 
and on the conclusions Judge CouNntTRY- 
MAN draws from the testimony we need 
have no hesitation in making the graver 
charge that the administration of the 
carals has been not merely incompetent 
but corrupt. 

No person of ordinary common, sense 
will believe that earth excavation was 
certified to as rock excavation in the en- 
gineering department merely as a joke 
or as a disinterested courtesy to the con- 
tractors. Two passages from Judge 


COUNTRYMAN’S report tell the story: 


“Whenever a contractor came across a 
substance, as he was likely to do in the 
performance of nearly every contract, that 
was unusually hard as ccmpared with ordi- 
nary earth, he was quite sure to raise the 
question of classification and claim that it 
was too hard to plow, and therefore should 
be allowed and certified as rock. If the 
Assistant Engineer in immediate charge of 
the particular work hesitated or rejected 
the claim there was an appeal, of course, 
to the Resident Engineer and, if he hesitat- 
ed, to the Division, or even to the State 
Engineer, and at some stage of its progress 
the appeal was usually, if not invariably, 
successful. * * * The Assistant Engineer, 
however much he doubted the propriety of 
the classification, would gracefully yield to 
the decision of his superiors and conform 
to their directions so long as he was not 
required to make an oath on his own re- 
sponsibility to the correctness of the ac- 
count. But when he was required to make 
an affidavit that material which he knew 
from personal inspection to be earth was 
rock, upon which the price would ordi- 
narily be from four to five times as much 
as earth, or that the quantity of a given 
material was far in excess of the actual 
amount as measured by him, a consclen- 
tious man would hesitate and ask to be ex- 
cused. This occurred in some instances, 
but, as the request was almost invariably, 
as well as sharply, refused, the inferior 
officer had no choice but to comply and 
make the requisite affidavit or leave the 
service, or, if he did not voluntarily leave, 
was peremptorily removed.” 


Turning now to the specific recommen- 
dations of the report we find this state- 
ment as to the responsibilit: of State En- 


gineer ADAMS: 


“It is a fair and reasonable inference 
from all facts and circumstances given in 
evidence that most, if not all, of the im- 
proper acts and proceedings of his subordi- 
nates were, either directly or indirectly, 
authorized and approved by him, and that 
his own methods and practices in viola- 
tion of the statute were purposely adopted 
and followed to accomplish the results 
which have proved so pernicious and detri- 
mental to the public interests.” 


Accorniingly, Judge COUNTRYMAN rec- 
ommends that ADAMS be _ proceeded 
against by criminal indictment and pros- 
ecution. 

It would be preposterous to assume 
that this austerity in compelling subordi- 
nates to become collusive agents in the 
perpetration of a fraud would have been 
practiced by the head of the department 
without an interested motive. Judge 
COUNTRYMAN finds no “ evidence returned 
by the commission” which would impli- 
cate any of the contractors. This is very 
far from being a declaration that such 
evidence does not exist. The Investigat- 
ing Commission did not go that far. We 
may infer what was in Judge CountTrRrY- 
MAN’s mind from his recommendation 
that the evidence against ADAams and 
ALDRIDGE be laid before the Grand Jury. 

They are both in the same boat. The 
report declares that there was much 
classification of earth as rock in many of 
the contracts in all the divisions, and di- 
rect evidence is found of ALDRIDGE’s 
“personal knowledge and connection 
with the irregular methods.” 

It is only by a criminal prosecution 
that these crimes can be laid bare and 
punished. The two reports which we now 
have on the testimony so far as taken 
give us glimpses of the truth. The in- 
quiry must go deeper.

THE PHILIPPINES AS A TRUST. 

~~ ‘The agreement in the treaty with Spain 
“40 observe the “open door” for at least 
twelve years with regard to Spanish 
trade with the Philippines is a complete 
recognition of the peculiar character to 
be possessed by the islands. If they were 
to be incorporated with the United 
States, and become subject to the provi- 
sions of the Constitution relating to 
States and Territories, no such agreement 
would be practicable. It may be added 

\ that President McKINLEY would be very 
-. reluctant indeed to apply the principle of 
‘-@qual trade, which, so far as it goes, is 
the principle of free trade, unless under 
very excéptignal conditions. It is much 
for him to be brought to see that in any 
circumst ices -and for any part of the 
domain Unde¥ ‘the ‘epntrot of the United 


on unknown paths since last year, and it 
is only as a first step that he would have 
ventured to take this one. ‘ 

The fact that the Philippines cannot 
be annexed as Louisiana and Florida 
were annexed, but must be taken and ad- 
ministered on principles and by methods 
not employed in our history is important 
from another point of view. If we do not 
take the islands and the people as an in- 
tegral part of the Republic, we must 
take them in one of two ways. These 
are: As the spoil of conquest, to be ex- 
ploited after the manner of Spain and 
in the spirit of the sixteenth century, or 
as a trust, to be administered for the 
surest and highest development of the 
material and moral progress of the pres- 
ent and future population. 

The first alternative is really not open 
to us. The public conscience would for- 
bid it. Not that a certain number 
of greeiy and unscrupulous politicians 
Would not be ready for such a course, as 
in too many instances at home, they have 
been ready and eager. But in these cases 
they have had their way because the 
people have not been aroused and have 
not understood their real policy. In the 
Philippines the whole people will watch 
more keenly what is done, and will feel 
also that the eyes of the rest of the 
world are watching our course. It is too 
important and too conspicuous a matter 
for safe treatment in any manner that 
sober public opinion does not approve. 

The second alternative will not only 
appeal to the conscience of the Nation 
and to their pride, but the more closely 
it is studied the more it will be seen to 
be for the lasting interest of all con- 
cerned. To give the people of the Philip- 
pines a stable, just, pure, and beneficent 
Government, in which their own share 
Shall steadily increase with their capac- 
ity, is not only what our sense of duty 
requires and what will vindicate us in the 
enlightened judgment of the world, but it 
is the absolute condition precedent to the 
developmer.t of the resources of the isl- 
ands. And by this policy not only will 
prosperity be begun, but it is bound to be 
progressive. 


MONEY SEEKING INVESTMENT. 

The bond dealings on the Stock Ex- 
change during the month of November, 
amounting to $105,000,000, the largest 
monthly total on record, are a highly sig- 
nificant sign of the times, This great 
volume of bond sales, which includes only 
railroad and miscellaneous bonds, Gov- 
ernment and State bonds reaching a total 
of over $3,000,000 more, reflects a great 
and growing movement for the invest- 
ment of capital. The November buying 
was more than three times the total of 
the same month a year ago, and the total 
for the eleven months of the year 1898 is 
$765,000,000, an increase of $283,467,760 
over the same months in 1897. 

The bond market, which is now not only 
active but broad, is a sure indication of 
sound business conditions and public con- 
fidence. A year or two ago capital sought 
only “ gilt-edged ” invcstments, As the 
“* gilt-edged ”’ securities rose in price until 
the interest return approached 2 per cent. 
men began to look through the general 
list and pick out here and there a bond of 
not quite so high a price. As confidence 
returned more and more bonds from the 
general list found a market and the buy- 
ing broadened. Then, as prices advanced, 
early buyers found it profitable to sell 
out and buy still other issues, which in 
their turn would be disposed of at a profit. 

This explains the immense November 
transactions, which have so far exceeded 
the similar movement a year ago. It is 
a sure and gratifying symptom of finan- 
cial health. Money is seeking investment. 
It is at work earning more money. The 
loan account of the banks, although of 
late somewhat sophisticated by exchange 
operations due to the loaning of New 
York money in London, has reached a 
volume that reflects active business and a 
condition of prosperity, 

But we have gone a step beyond bond 
investment and stock speculation. ‘The 
almost daily organization of new compa- 
nies with large capital shows that we 
have now reached the stage where money 
can be had for new enterprises. That is 
the final stage of recovery from business 
depression. It is not merely a portent of 
prosperity, it is prosperity. The Ameri- 
can people are astir. 


THE NAVY AT SANTIAGO. 


Admiral Sampson’s report of the part 
taken by the navy in the joint operations 
before and behind Santiago will be com- 
monly thought as conclusive as it will 
universally be found interesting. Much 
of its weight comes no doubt from the dry 
and dispassionate style in which he re- 
counts events without commenting upon 
them, ev2n when they were such as nec- 
essarily to excite feeling on the part of a 
naval commander, both on his own ac- 
count and on that of his service. 

The Admiral makes it abundantly clear 
that Gen. SBAFTHPR’s manners are bad 
and that his selfishness is great. The Ad- 
miral’s evidence on this point is cumula- 
tive and may for some purposes be held 
to be superfiuous, although in justice to 
himself and to the navy he was bound 
not to withhold it. It would be plain from 
this evidence, if we had no other, by what 
arts the officer chosen by Secretary AL- 
Ger to command the expedition to Cuba, 
over the heads of his seniors and those 
who upon the face of the record were his 
betters, contrived so to endear himself to 
his superiors and to his subordinates, as 
also, it now appears, to his colleagues. 
What is perhaps of more public impor- 
tance is Admiral Sampson’s demonstra- 
tion that the nature of Gen. SHAFTER’s 
operations excluded the most effective co- 
operation of the navy. An attack upon 
Santiago by way of the Morro and So- 
capa might have been really a joint op- 
eration. But in an inland investment of 
the city from the rear the naVy could not 
possibly take part. 

The one attempt that was made to-car- 
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ry out the original and co-operative plan 
failed, and failed ludicrously, through the 
indiscreet anxiety of the Secretary of 
War to push a Michigan man to the front. 
That may perhaps be said about the 
shortcomings of the whole campaign. But 
Gen. SHAFTER is at least a soldier, and 
Gen. DUFFIELD, like Secretary ALGER, 
was never anything more than a political 
soldier. He was evidently much more in 
his element “ facing things”’ for his prin- 
cipal in Michigan politics than facing 
Spanish bullets. As a matter of fact, he 
was not required to face any. Some emp- 
ty rifle pits which the navy over and over 
assured him were empty sufficed to para- 
lyze him until the reassured Spaniards 
were encouraged to return, bringing with 
them a six-pounder, which did some act- 
ual though slight execution upon the 
leading regiment, whereupon Gen. DUF- 
FIELD retired with precipitation. The 
navy viewed the paralysis of DUFFIELD 
by empty rifle pits with mingled amuse- 
ment and amazement. Yet the cheerful 
ALGER had the face afterward to tell Col. 
ROOSEVELT that “all did well, regulars, 
volunteers, and Rough Riders.”’ All his 
geese are swans, and DUFFIELD is as good 
a hero as HAWKINS or CHAFFEE, and for 
political purposes much better. 

All the disasters, all the blunders, and 
all the absurdities of the war find their 
way home to ALGpR. If we are ever to 
fight another war, the lesson of this one 
is that, if we cannot have a soldier, we 
must at least have a man in the War De- 
partment. 


THE NATIONAL INCOME AND OUTGO. 

Though the United States Government 
has a very large amount of money in its 
Treasury, the estimates of the Secretary 
for the remainder of this fiscal year and 
the whole of the next will be awaited 
with great interest. 

He will be able to report an available 
cash balance in the Treasury, not includ- 
ing the gold reserve, of nearly $200,000,- 
000, or, including that reserve, nearly 
$300,000,000. Of this amount some $240,- 
000,000 will be in gold. Allowing for a 
“working balance” of $50,000,000, he 
may fairly count on some $150,000,000 to 
meet such deficits in revenue as may 
arise within the next year. Unfortunate- 
ly, so far as can now be judged from an 
analysis of the income and outgo since 
July 1, 1897,' he is likely to need all this, 
and with any exigency occurring in con- 
nection with our new responsibilities he 
may need a good deal more. 

The accounts of the Treasury for the 
fiscal year ending with June 30, deduct- 
ing from the receipts the net amount 
realized from the sale of the Pacific Rail- 
roads, showed the very great deficit of 
$93,508,503. Up to the first of the present 
month an added deficit was created of 
$82,912,300. So that the expenditures of 
the Government had on Nov. 22, since 
July 1, 1897, exceeded the regular and 
trustworthy receipts by $176,520,803, or 
in round numbers, $175,000,000. At the 
rate of revenue and expenditure since the 
beginning of the present fiscal year, the 
annual deficit would be, in round num- 
bers, $200,000,000. 

The question on which Congress and 
the country will await the calculations 
and opinions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury with keen interest is the 
changes that will be practicable in the 
expenditures. The rate of revenue is fair- 
ly well established. An average of nearly 
$16,000,000 a month from the customs 
has been maintained so far this fiscal 
year. From internal revenue, which in- 
cludes the “war taxes,” the average 
has been $23,000,000 a month, and with 
an average of $2,000,000 from miscel- 
laneous sources, the Secretary can prob- 
ably count on $41,000,000 a month, or 
a total for the year of $492,000,000. The 
expenditures, so far, have been at the 
rate of $684,000,000. The navy has cost 
a little more than $6,000,000 a month; 
the army has cost about $25,000,000. No 
important economies can be made in the 
former. What can be done with the lat- 
ter remains to be seen. On a peace foot- 
ing the army cost about $5,000,000 annu- 
ally. If, as is proposed by the House 
Military Committee, it is to be main- 
tained at 100,000 men, a large part of 
whom will be employed in service in the 
Antilles and the Philippines, even the re- 
turn of peace does not insure any great 
reduction in the expense of the army. 
Against whatever saving can be made in 
the general maintenance of the army and 
navy must for some time be set the ad- 
ditional cost of civil administration re- 
quired by our new dependencies. 

At the approaching short session of 
Congress nothing will be done with the 
revenues. It looks as if the most that 
could be expected would be appropria- 
tions that will not more than exhaust the 
accumulaiions of the Treasury by the 
close of the next fiscal year, June 30, 
1900. The next Congress at its first ses- 
sion will unquestionably be obliged to 
take up very seriously the question of re- 
vised and additional taxation.

CAPT. CHAPMAN’S METHODS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THE TIMEs so faithfully and ably advo- 
cates all that the better class of citizens 
could wish that its entire approval of Capt. 
Chapman’s recent actions comes as some- 
thing of a surprise. The destruction of 
“dives” is of course to be desired, but 
the method employed is far more dangerous 
to the public welfare than the “ dives” 
themselves. We are presented with the ex- 
traordinary spectacle of an officer of the 
law using his power to destroy private 
property because he is unable to procure 
evidence that the owner is engaged in an 
unlawful occupation. Capt. Chapman ad- 
mits that he cannot get evidence to convict 
these people, but, as he seems satisfied of 
their guilt, he proceeds, in direct violation 
of law, to destroy their means of livelihood. 
Such a proceeding savors more of the meth- 
ods of Morocco than of America. 

It matters not that in the present in- 
stance the victims probably richly deserve 


their fate. If a Police Captain is at liberty 
to set his own opinion of guilt above legal 
evidence and to visit such punishment on | 
the offender as he may think proper, the 
poorer citizen, however innocent, is secure 
in neither person nor property. It is this 
very class of citizens that our laws are in- 
tended to protect. To place law above pop- 
ular passion and individual power is civil- 
ization. To place the arbitrary opinion of 
any one above law is barbarism.

OUR “COLONIES ” FOR CANADA. 


Exchange of Our New Possessions for 
British North American Terri- 
tory Suggested. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—P. H. Bartlett, 
an attorney of Sorel, Canada, talking here 
about recent publications suggesting the ex- 
change of certain New England States for 
British West India islands, says that this 
proposition only creates amusement in Can- 
ada. 

“There is another proposition,’ he adds, 
“very much more far-reaching, which is 
growing in the minds of the Canadian peo- 
ple. This is the old annexation idea. It is 


generally believed that the government of 
outlying colonies will not be satisfactory 
to the United States under its form of gov- 
ernment, while it is necessary to the well- 
being of England. Canada is very nearly 
independent of England now except in mere 
form, and I would not be surprised in the 
not very far distant future to see tle 
United States cede to England her newly 
acquired possessions in the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans in exchange for Canada. 

“There has always been a strong annexa- 
tion party in Canada, and an equally strong 
one in the United States. The islands 
would be of less benefit to the United 
States and probably of more benefit to Eng- 
land than the Dominion of Canada.” 


China Offers to Detect and Punish 
Such Criminals Residing Here. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Chinese 
Government, through its Minister, Mr. Wu 
Ting Fang, has broached to the authorities 
here the willingness of China to negotiate 
an extradition treaty, applicable to all 
criminals, but intended in particular to 
reach the “ highbinders.”’ This fraternity 
has spread terror through the Far West, 
where it is alleged it carries on a secret 
system of crime, the local officials having 
been unable to wipe out the evil. 

The Chinese Government would assume 
the burden of detection and punishment if 
an extradition treaty could be negotiated. 
The purpose, it was suggested, was to have 
China assume all the cost of apprehending 
and transporting the guilty parties. This

Opinion Prevails Generally that the 


Philippine Problem Will Not Be 
Settled Until Next Session. “S 


WASHINGTON, : Dec. 1.—There is sub- 
stantial unanimity of opinion among incom- 
ing members of Congress of both Houses 
as to the improbability—-some say impossi- 
bility—of currency legislation this Winter, 
and great uncertainty of opinion as to the 
policy of expansion, with very few mem- 
bers decidedly opposed to taking the terri- 
tory captured during the war. 


Senator Cullom rather intimates that. , hy 


there may be an extra session of the Senate 
to consider treaties that may not be ready 
before March 3. He doubts whether Con- 
gress will be able to pass the Nicaragua 
Canal bill, although he would be glad to see 
it passed. He hopes for speedy action by 
Congress to secure the laying of a cable to 
Hawaii. Nothing, he thinks, will be done 
regarding the war revenue. 

Representative Barham of California be- 
lieves that Congress can finish all the work 
which will be matured for it. 

“We cannot take up the relations of the 
Philippines to this country at this session,”’ 
he said to-day. ‘‘ Neither do I believe we 
would be ready to do so at an extra session, 
The question is a new and important one, 
and we will have to secure information bee 
fore we can decide. I do not think the peo- 
ple of the country want a settlement until 
they can study all sides and express them- 
selves. Puerto Rico’s future can also go 
over, if necessary. 

“Next to our new possessions, the ques- 
tion of currency reform is the most promi- 
nent. I think this question can go over for 
the present. No large number of Repub~ 
licans can agree upon any one measure, 
Anyhow, the business men in my section 
demand that the question be let alone. Next 
to this, the Nicaraguan Canal is the most 
important question.

Representative Grout of Vermont said 
that Congress could easily deal with all 
necessary work at the coming session and 
thereby avoid an extra session.

Moreover, it 
was believed the Senate, to whom such a 
treaty would have to be referred for ratifi- 
eation, would not act. favorably upon it, 
and that it would stir up animosities and 
agitations on the Chinese question in gen- 
eral. The Chinese authorities have not, 
therefore, gone further than to broach the 
subject to the officials here and learn how 
such a treaty would be viewed, although 
they stand ready at any time to assume 
the burden of dealing with the highbinders 
and other Chinese criminals if a naturaliza- 
tion treaty should give them jurisdiction 
over the offenders. 


THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Significant Conference Held by Its 


Representatives with Secretary Hay. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The managers of 
the Panama Canal enterprise, who arrived 
in Washington last evening, have taken 
steps to arrange the business with which 
they are charged before the Secretary of 
State. Apparently some arrangements had 
been made In the nature of an appointment, 
for, notwithstanding the fact that this was 
diplomatic day, Secretary Hay gave nearly 
two hours of his time to listening to the 
representations of the Panama people. 
These were Maurice Hutin, Director Gen- 
eral of the Panama Canal; Xavier Bayard, 
commercial representative of the company, 
both of Paris, and William Nelson Crom- 
well of New York, counsel for the company. 

The Secretary devoted only a small por- 
tion of his time to his diplomatic callers, 
which might be construed as a sign of his 
interest in the representations of the canal 
people. The latter carried charts and a 
mass of documentary matter, presumably 
exhibiting the great amount of work ac- 
complished so far on the canal project. 

At the conclusion of the conference the 
canal men declined to make any statement 
as to what had taken place, but the com- 
mon understanding is that they are here 
in a general way to antagonize all of the 
Nicaragua projects. They will be in Wash- 
ington for several days, according to their 
own statement. 


ARMS OF UNIFORM CALIBRE. 


Joint Army, Navy, and Marine Corps 
Commission Soon to Meet. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Military men 
here, who are hopeful that the army and 
the navy may yet have the same small arms 
of like calibre and uniform ammunition, are 
looking forward with interest to the results 
of an inquiry about to be made in New 


York. 

The War Department has given orders to 
Col. Alfred Mordecai and Major Stanhope 
EH. Blunt of the Ordnance Department, and 
Capt. George 8S. Anderson, Sixth United 
States Cavalry, detailing them as members 
of a board of officers to meet at the Army 
Building in New York City, on Tuesday, 
Dec. 6, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
jointly with an officer of the navy and an 
officer of the Marine Corps, who may be de- 
tailed as members of the board by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, to consider the question 
of adoption of a uniform calibre for small 
arms and machine guns and of a standard

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The State De- 
partment has been advised that the French 
Government will establish a Naval At- 
taché at Washington in connection with 
the staff of the Embassy. This is taken as 
another evidence of the attention which 
the American Navy has inspired in the 
eyes of foreign Governments. 

Heretofore the French Government has 
been represented here by a Military At- 
taehé, Major de Grandre, but this is the 
first time that a naval officer has been sent 
here.

THE NEW REPUBLIC’S FALL. 


Official Confirmation of the Reported 
Dissolution of the United States 
of Central America. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The news of tha 
dissolution of the United States of Central 
America, after a natio&al existence of less 
than a month, was confirmed to-day in a 
dispatch received by one of the highest 
officials of Central America. It states that 
the success of the revolution in Salvador 
and the overthrow of President Gutierrez 
led to a meeting of the three Commission- 
ers who formed the executive head of the 
union until a President was elected, and a 
decision reached to abandon the union, 
leaving each of the three States forming it 
—Nicaragua, Salvador, and Honduras—to 
resume its former status as an independent, 
sovereign nation. In addition to the fore- 
going dispatch the State Department has 
been advised through Minister Merry, and 
also through one of our Consular officers, 
that the uprising in Salvador had been suc- 
cessful, and that peace was restored after 
much disorder. 

As a result of the collapse of the union, 
Messrs. Zelaya, Bonilla, and Regaldo be- 
come the executive heads of their several 
countries. It is understood that this condi- 
tion is much preferred by the Government 
of the United States, which would rather 
deal directly with Nicaragua and the other 
countries than with an anomalous union, 
Leading Central American officials said to- 
day that on the ruins of this attempt at a 
union might be built a more substantial 
union, embracing all five of the States of 
Central America. The absence of Costa 
Rica and Guatemala from this last attempt 
at union operated largely toward its failure. 

One effect of the change to the old state 
of independent nations in Central America 
is to restore at once to the exercise of their 
full functions two of our Ministers who have 
been much cramped in the discharge of their 
duties. Minister Merry, who was abie to 
announce the break up of the combination 
which had kept him from recognition as 
United States Minister to Salvador and Nic- 
aragua, has been residing in Costa Rica, a 
country to which he was also accredited, 
and will now be in position without Con- 
gressional action, it is thought, to present 
his credentials again to the Governments of 
Nicaragua and Salvador. Minister Hunter, 
who has been living in Guatemala as Min- 
ister there, will likewise be able to present 
himself as Minister to Honduras as well, 
thus restoring the old relations between 
these countries and the United States. 


NEED OF A NAVAL MILITIA. 


Lieut. Southerland Says the Merchant 
Marine Cannot Be Relied Upon. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Lieut. W. H. H. 
Southerland, in charge of matters pertain- 
ing to the Naval Militia, in a report to the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, says that 
the experience of the.late war has clearly 
demonstrated the imperative necessity for 
the maintenance of a National naval re- 
serve, in the organization of which too much 
reliance must not be placed upon the mer- 
chant marine alone. 

“This experience,” the Lieutenant says, 
“has shown that a considerable part of 
the merchant: marine will be drawn into 
the service of the army in transport duty, 
which, of course, materially reduces the 
class from which the navy would hope to 
get its enlisted men.” 


ALASKANS ASK CITIZENSHIP. 


Gov. Brady’s Plea in Behalf of Our 
Northern Possession, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The annual ré- 
port of Gov. Brady of Alaska, briefly sum- 
marized in Secretary Bliss’s recent report, 
was made public to-day. It makes a plea for 
Congressional action on Alaska’s needs at 
the coming session, and begs Congress to 
treat Alaskans as American citizens, and 
not to classify them with Kanakas, Fili- 
pinos, and Cubans. 

Gov. Brady points out that Alaska is 
thirteen times larger than Cuba, has been 
“in our ssession for thirty-one years, 
and its value has been unknown and unap< 
preciated.”’

PARIS, Dec. 1.—Anxious as both are to 
conclude their work, the United States and 
Spanish Peace Commissions did not hold a 
joint session to-day. Their next meeting 
will be held at 2 o’clock to-morrow after- 


noon. 

This delay arose from the fact that the 
Spanish Commissioners at yesterday’s ses- 
sion offered several urgent propositions 
which called for special deliberation upon 
the part of the Americans. Spain asks the 
United States to grant for a term of five 
years to Spanish ships carrying Spanish 
goods or products to Puerto Rico and Cuba 
the same privileges as American vessels en- 
gaged in the same trade may have, and 
she qualifies this request by a proviso that 
trade privileges be extended to Cuba so 
long as the United States* Government is 
dominant over that island. 

In support of this request the Spanish 
Commissioners assert that Spain cannot, 
without vital harm, immediately abandon 
or cut the business relations so long main- 
tained between the mother country and the 
West Indian territories. They declare that 
family ties and social relations, added to 
affairs of trade maintained through centur- 
ies, require gradual dissolution. _ They in- 
voke the terms of the treaty of 1819, by 
which the United States took over Florida 
from Spain and, in the fifteenth article of 
which, granted Spain for twelve years the 
right to send her goods and products to 
Florida in Spanish ships, on the same terms 
@s the ships carrying thither goods and 
products of the United States. 

The Spanish Commissioners cite further 
the fact that the treaty of 1803 with 
France, for the cession of Louisiana, grant- 
ed French and Spanish goods and products 
the same terms as American commodities in 
New Orleans and other ports in the ceded 
territory. 

Finally, Spain points to the American 
roposed “ open-door”’ policy in the Phil- 
ppines, and asks a guarantee of the same 
advantages in her late West Indian colo- 
nies until trade relations can by degrees 
accustom themselves to the change of sov- 
ereignty. 

This proposition and the arguments by 
which it was supported are considered 
strongly stated, and the American Com- 
missioners desired time for deliberation. 
Thus, though busy until nearly 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, they were not fully pre- 
gered, and Judge ay sent a message to 

efior Montero Rios, requesting that the 
joint sessicn fixed for this afternoon be 
postponed until to-morrow. 

Meanwhile, the Spanish Commissioners 
had been preparing a list of subjects for 
megotiation, supplemented by suggestions 
counter to and amendatory of the subjects 
the Americans submitted yesterday. This 
came to the American Commissioners to- 
day in Spanish, rendering it even more de- 
sirable to postpone the joint esession, in 
wrder to give time for translation and con- 
sideration. The translation is being made 
this evening, and the subject will be laid 
before the American Commissioners to- 
morrow morning. 

Now that the first gust of disappointment 
and chagrin has passed, the Spanish Com- 
missioners are meeting the Americans in 
e frank spirit that is helpful to an early 
completion of the negotiations. 

From information gained from a well-au- 
thenticated source, late this evening, it 
geems unlikely that the commissions will 
finish their work as soon as had been ex- 
pected. It is probable that the negotiations 
will last considerably longer. 

Madrid has instructed the Spanish Com- 
missioners on three points, to which the 
Americans attach much importance. These 
are the cession of an island in the Carolines, 
the granting of religious freedom over the 
whole of the Carolines, and the cession of 
a cable and coaling station at Ceuta. 

The Spanish Government has instructed 
Sefior Montero Rios to grant none of these, 
and, while Spain may ultimately yield them 
all, it is admitted that the American Com- 
missioners have no power to enforce their 
demands on points not covered by the pro- 
tocol. Before Spain does yield the negotia- 
tions are likely to be prolonged, and the 
United States may have to give a substan- 
tial quid pro quo. , 

Gen. Wesley Merritt, who arrived here 
yesterday from London. leaving his wife 
convalescent there, was in consultation with 
the American Commission all this morning, 
relative to the conditions and necessary 
measures in the Philippine Islands. Gen. 
Merritt expects to sail for New York on 
Dec. 10, and hopes to resume his duties in 
Caltfornia or New York until his retirement, 
eighteen months hence. 


MADRID, Dec. 1.—A long Cabinet meet- 
ing, at which the Queen Regent presided, 
was held to-day, and 2 reply was framed to 
Sefior Montero Rios, President of the Span- 
§sh Peace Commission, relative to a num- 
ber of points in the treaty of peace upon 
which he had requested instructions. The 
Premier, Sefior Sagasta, after the council, 
eaid: “ To-morrow’s meeting of the Com- 
missioners will not be the last.” 


GERMANY WANTS CAROLINES. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1.—A German Government 
official, in an interview with the corre- 
spondent here of The Associated Press, con- 
firms the report that Germany is negotiat- 
ing with Spain for the purchase of the Caro- 
line Islands. It is understood that Spain ex- 

ects to get 10,000,000f. for them, which 

ermany considers excessive. 

Germany also makes the proviso that the 
negotiations shall be contingent upon no in- 
ternational complications arising, especially 
with the United States. Prince von Aren- 
berg, President of the Colonial Society, says 
that “the acquisition of the Caroline Isl- 
ands is important less from the standpoint 
of commerce, which is insignificant there, 
than from a naval point of view.” 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Daily Telegraph expresses the 
opinion that Germany would prefer to buy a 
eoaling station in the Philippines from the 
United States. 


SEVERAL CARLISTS ARRESTED. 


They Were Endeavoring to Enlist 
Spanish Soldiers in Their Cause. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—The Biarritz corre- 
gpondent of The Daily Mail says: ‘ Several 
Carlists have been arrested at Mora de 
Rubielos, in the Province of Teruel, for try- 


ing to enlist soldiers for Carlism. The sol- 
diers themselves denounced them. Their 
success would have been serious, since the 
= district is Carlist and the garrison 
small. 

‘*Gen. Correa, Minister for War, has sent 
a drastic secret circular to the Captains Gen- 
eral of the provinces.

SPAIN HURRYING FROM CUBA. 


Fifteen Iixtra Vessels Chartered in 
Order to Complete the Evacua- 
tion Before Christmas. 


HAVANA, Dec. 1.—The Spanish transport 
Reina Maria Cristina, with Gen. Hernan- 
dez Velasco’s Pinar del Rio division of 2,000 
men, sailed for Spain last night. The trans- 
port San Ygnacio, having on board the 
bodies of the Spanish Generals Santocilde 
and Vara del Rey, and the former Censor, 
Carlos Norena, sails on Dec. 6.

MORE TROOPS SAIL FOR CUBA. 


Transports Leave Savannah with 4th 
Tennessee and 15th Infantry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Major Gen. Lee, 


commanding at Savannah, has telegraphed 
the War Department as follows, respecting 
the departure of the transports Manitoba 
and Chester to-day with troops aboard for 
Cuba: 

“Manitoba, with Gen. Snyder and the 
Fourth Tennessee, cleared here at 8:45 this 
morning.

CUBAN TOBACCO MEN PLEASED. 


Told that $5 a Pound Will Be Levied 
on Imports. 


HAVANA, Dec. 1—A cable message re- 
ceived here yesterday by the principal to- 
bacco and cigar exporting firm in Cuba an- 
nounces, on the authority of Sefior Luis 
Marx, Special Commissioner of the Cuban 
tobacco manufacturers at Washington, that 


the United States Government will place a 
prohibitive import duty on leaf tobacco im- 
ported into the island of $5 per pound, and 
of $4.50, plus 25 per cent., on cigars. The 
export duties, according to this statement, 
are to remain as heretofore—$6.30 per hun- 
dred kilos on leaf tobacco and $1.35 per 
thousand on cigars. 

Although hopes had been entertained that 
export duties would be abolished entirely, 
the announcement that prohibitive duties 
will be placed on tobacco imported into the 
island has been received with jubilation by 
manufacturers and exporters, as guarantee- 
ing the survival and development of the to- 
bacco industry in Cuba, which otherwise 
would have been threatened with extinction. 


FOR THE CLEANSING OF HAVANA, 


The Work of Towing Refuse to Sea in 
Scows to Begin at Once. 


HAVANA, Dec. 1.—Last evening the 
Marquis Esteban, Mayor of Havana, had a 
long conference with Gen. Greene regard- 
ing street cleaning. Gen. Greene under- 


took to clean and disinfect the city forth- 
with. It was decided that the refuse should 
be loaded in scows, towed out to sea, and 
dumped several miles away. A sufficient 
number of scows and lighters are to be sent 
here by the United States Government for 
this purpose. 

Several of the municipal officials now 
holding office under the Spanish régime 
will be retained to assist the Americans 
with their experience and special knowl- 
edge of the city. 

As a sanitary precaution, Marquis Este- 
ban, the Mayor, has issued an edict for- 
bidding the storing and keeping within the 
city limits, in the establishments of under- 
takers, of the hangings and draperies used, 
in accordance with the Roman Catholic 
ritual, in laying out the dead. There is no 
doubt these hangings are active agents of 
infection and spread the germs of disease. 


The President and Cuban Delegates, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Sefior Quesada, 
Chargé d’Affaires of the Cuban Legation 
in this city, called at the White House 
to-day and arranged with the President for 
an audience for the delegation of Cubans 
sent here by the Santa Cruz del Sur Con- 
vention. The President will meet the com- 
mission to-morrow afternoon, but the meet- 
ing will be entirely informal and unofficial 
in character. 


THE FRENCH COURTS-MARTIAL. 


The Senate at Paris Is Opposed to 
Secret Examinations, 


PARIS, Dec. 1.—The Senate this after- 
noon adopted the motion of M. Constans, 
placing courts-martial under the operation 
of the law of 1897, ‘which abolishes the 
secret examination of accused persons prior 
to trial. An amendment proposing to re- 
tain secret examination in cases involving 
national danger was opposed by the Min- 
ister for War, M. de Freycinet, and re- 
jected. 

M. Waldeck-Rousseau demanded urgency 
for a proposal to empower the Court of 
Cassation to order the stay of any prosecu- 
tion calculated to hamper a revision case. 
One hundred and thirteen voted for and 
one hundred and thirteen against the motion 
for urgency, which was, therefore, lost. 
The tie vote results in the measure being 
referred to a special committee, so that it 
cannot be passed soon enough -to apply to 
the Picquart case. 

Legal opinion leans to the view that M. 
Dupuy, the Premier, was mistaken —. 
terday in declariing that the Court of Cas- 
sation had er to delay the Picquart 
court-martial, and it was on the theory 
that the Premier had erred that M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau introduced his bill. The 
conversion of M. Herve, editor of Le Soleil, 
the royalist organ, to the Picquart cause 
to-day caused a great sensation. 


COUNT THUN MADE ENEMIES. 
Austrian Premier May Be Asked to 
Retire from Office. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1.—In Government circles 
there is an intense feeling against the Aus- 
trian Premier, Count Thun-Hohenstein, be- 
cause of his recent speech in the Austrian 


Reichsrath nageemes the expulsion of Aus- 
trians from rmany, in the course of 
which he threatened Germany with repri- 
seals if the expulsions were continued. 

It is understood that after the jubilee fes- 
tivities Emperor Francis Joseph will be in- 
formed from Berlin that Count Thun- 
Hohenstein’s continuance in office would 
be detrimental to the intimate relations be- 
tween the two countries.

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EMPEROR WILLIAM IS AT HOME. 
His Party Cordially Welcomed with 


Some Display at Berlin. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1.—The Emperor and Em- 
press of Germany arrived here from Pots- 
dam to-day to review the Guards Corps. 
Their Majesties were loudly cheered, and 
on their arrival at the Brandenburger Gate 
they were welcomed by Burgomaster 
Kirschner in behalf of the city. 

The Burgomaster referred to the works 
of peace achieved by the Emperor and by 
the Empress, who, as his Majesty’s faith- 
ful companion, had shared all his exer- 
tions. The Emperor, in replying, after 
cordially shaking hands with the Burgo- 
master, dwelt upon the magnificent im- 
pressions his visit to the East had left upon 
—. and expressed pleasure at being home 
again. 

His Majesty added that everywhere in the 
East he found the Germans were highly 
esteemed, and he expressed the hope that 
his journey would help to open new mar- 
kets for German’ enterprise, besides 
strengthening international peace. In con- 
clusion, Emperor William thanked the 
Burgomaster for the patriotic reception ac- 
corded him by the capital, to which his 
Majesty wished a most prosperous future. 

Then, followed by the flag and standard 
bearers, the Emperor was driven through 
the Brandenburger Gate and lines of the 
Guards Corps, which were drawn up along 
the Unter den Linden to the Lustgarten, 
where the parade was held. The Emperor 
drove in a carriage. Throughout his Ma- 
jesty’s progress the church bells were rung 
and the crowds cheered the Emperor. 


FRANCIS JOSEPH’S FETE. 


Austrian Emperor Liberates Many 


Prisoners Upon the Occasion, 


VIENNiA, Dec. 1.—Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph, upon the occasion of his jubilee, the 
fiftieth anniversary of his accession to the 
throne, occurring to-morrow, has granted 
full amnesty to all lése majesté prisoners 


and has remitted the remainder of the sen- 
tences of 540 other prisoners. 

The jubilee festivities began this evening 
with a torchlight procession in_ the Ring 
Strasse and a military tattoo. The princi- 
pal thoroughfares of the city were gayly 
illuminated and filled with enthusiastic 
crowds, cheering for the Emperor. Similar 
tétes took place in other towns. At Trieste 
the illuminations were exceptionally brill- 
jant and bonfires blazed on the hills sur- 
rounding the city. 


THE SAVIN SALE OF PAINTINGS. 


Frank W. Savin Thought to Have Se- 
cured the Best Pictures. 


The Savin sale of pictures, which James 
P. Silo has been conducting, was concluded 
last night at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, 
the rest of the Clark estate pictures being 
sold at the same time. The Savin collec- 
tion, consisting of about forty paintings, has 
brought $9,015 in all. The audience was @ 
good one and the bidding fairly brisk. Mr. 
Savin made no attempt to interfere with the 
sale. His daughter and son were there last 
night, and he sat not many seats from them. 

Mr. Savin bid for no pictures, and after 
the sale he denied, when asked, that he had 
bought any. It is thought, however, that he 
has secured the best of them, because his 
friend, I. Hornigman, who sat beside him, 
bought eleven of the seventeen Savin pict- 
ures sold last night for a sum total of 
$6,720 and none of: the Clark pictures. 
Among them was Bougereau’s “ Little Ital- 
ian Mendicant,” by far the finest offering of 
the sale, for which he paid $2,500. M. H. 
Oppenheim, Mrs. Savin’s attorney, who bid 
$2,400 for the Bougereau, bought a Julian 
Dupré, ‘“‘The Wheat Gatherer,” for $147.50 
for himself. His client, he said, bid on none 
of the pictures. The sale of the furniture, 
statuary, and bric-a-brac of the Savin house 
will go on next Thursday, Friday, and Sat- 
urday.

FILIPINOS MAKE THREATS 


The Independent Party of the Isl- 
ands Opposed to Our Control. 


EVEN HINT AT WAR WITH US 


Discontented at the Turn of the Peace 
Treaty with Spain, They May 
Cause Trouble. 


MANILA, Dec, 1.—The independent party 
of the Filipinos is not disposed to accept 
the result of the deliberations of the Peace 
Commissioners at Paris, judging from the 
tone of the native press. The Independen- 
cia publishes a particularly bombastic lead- 
ing article to the effect that the Filipinos 
will “decline to permit their homes to be 
bought and sold like merchandise.” 

It then repeats *the readiness of the Fili- 
pinos to fight in defense of their rights, and 
asserts that the Government and people are 
unanimous in claiming nothing less than 
independence. The paper also claims that 
the Filipinos have incontestible claims upon 
the Island of Luzon, part of the Visayas 
Islands, and the Island of Mindanao by 
right of conquest. It concedes that the 
Americans helped the insurgents “ indirect- 
ly by blockading Manila.” But. the Inde- 
pendencia claims that, even without help, 
the revolutionists must have ultimately 
won. 

Finally, the Independencia holds that 
Spain cannot cede the Philippine Archipel- 
ago, ‘‘ because it was never hers.” 

The United States transport Indiana ar- 
rived here this morning and the Nero sailed 
for home. Two companies of Pennsylva- 
nians have been transferred to Corregidor 
Island. With the exception of a battalion 


of Washington soldiers, the new troops have 
not been landed. 


MADRID, Dec. 1.—Further advices from 
the Philippine Islands say the insurgents 
there have decided not to recognize the ces- 
sion of the islands to the United States, and 
that they will resist to the last. It is also 
claimed that the United States will require 
70,000 troops to put down the rebellion, and 
it is alleged that the insurgents hold 10,000 
Spanish prisoners whom they will force to 
serve against the Americans. 

An official dispatch from Gen. Rios, the 
Spanish commander at Iloilo, Island_of Pa- 
nay, Philippine Islands, says the Spanish 
troops there have made a successful sortie 
against the enemy, inflicting heavy losses 
upon the insurgents. The insurrection, it 
is added, is spreading in the Visayas, and 
it is asserted that the movement is not di- 
rected against the Spaniards, but against 
the Americans. 

The Premier, Sefior Sagasta, denies the 
report that Gen. Rios is negotiating with 
the insurgents for the surrender of Iloilo 
to them. 


CHINESE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Minister Wu Ting Fang Hopes His 


People Will Be Fairly Treated. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Washington 
Star prints this afternoon an interview 
with Mr. Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Min- 
ister, concerning the probability of the en- 
forcement of the Chinese Exclusion law in 
the Philippines when the islands shall come 
under the control of the United States. 

Mr. Wu expresses satisfaction at the con- 
clusion of the peace negotiations, as peace 
between the United States and Spain is 
thereby insured. He deprecates war in all 
its phases and believes that all interna- 
tional differences should be submitted to an 
arbitration tribunal for settlement. 

Regarding the application of the Chinese 
Exclusion law to the Philippines, Mr. Wu 
said: “I wish to appeal to the American 
people not to enforce the Chinese Exclusion 
law in those islands. By doing so a great 
injustice will be done my countrymen and 
the many opportunities of a prosperous and 
happy life will be denied them. There are a 
great many Chinese in the Philippines and 
all of them are a credit to the archipelago. 
The Chinese population there is entirely 
different from that in your Western coun- 
tries. In the Philippines my countrymen 
are engaged in every walk of life. There 
are innumerable artisans, farmers, store- 
keepers, merchants, traders, and in fact 
business men of every legitimate char- 
acter.’’ 

‘““My Government will await with great 
anxiety the disposition of this question. It 
is undoubtedly anxious that the Chinese 
should be allowed every possible jicense in 
the Philippines, although it will not ask 
anything unreasonable, nor will it ask that 
the Chinese be accorded privileges which 
are not granted others. ll it desires is 
that our people shall be dealt with justly 
and fairly. I think that the broad Ameri- 
can mind will exercise itself as it does in 
all cases of equity, and that China will not 
be the sufferer through the transfer of this 
valuable archipelago from Spanish dumain 
to American sovereignty.” 


Intercession for Philippiue Prisoners. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—A special dispatch from 
Madrid says a delegation from the Spanish 
Chamber of Commerce has had an audience 
with the Queen Regent and presented to her 


Majesty a petition in favor of reforms. The 
delegation also asked the Queen Regent to 
intercede for the release of the Spanish pris- 
oners in the Philippine Islands and to par- 
don the Filipinos who have been transported 
to Spain. 


TYPHOID RAGES IN HONOLULU. 


700 Men of the ist New York Being 
Sent Home, Supposedly to Escape 
Fever—300 Cases in Hospital. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 23.—Noy. 29 the steam- 
er Australia will leave Honolulu with 500 
men of the New York regiment, bound to 
San Francisco on the way to New York. 
A few days later 200 more will follow by the 
Alameda. 

The troops are supposed to have been re- 
called on account of the ravage of typhoid 
fever. It is said there are now about 300 
cases. Permission has been received at 
Honolulu from Washington to abandon In- 


dependence Park as a hospital site as soon 
as other quarters can be fitted up. 

Two privates of the New York regiment 
saved a number of lives a few days before 
the Miowera sailed. Menge along King 
Street, they found a live wire across the 
street, and they spent the night in a storm 
keeping vehicles and pedestrians warned of 
the danger. Their names are H. W. Greene 
and Carl Andrews. 

A big batch of Galicians, who were 
brought from Siberia to work on the Oahu 
plantations under contract, struck and 
went to jail rather than go back to work. 
The majority received a sentence of two 
years. They were put to breaking rocks at 
the Government quarry Among the strik- 
ers are a humber of boys under twenty 
years of age. Their contracts were declared 
null. 

Two ships have reached Honolulu with 
flags at half-mast. William Noring, first 
mate of the C. F, Sargent, fell from the rig- 
ging while in sight of Honolulu and was 
eaten by sharks. Capt. Dow of the ship

| BIG FACTORY BUILDING BURNS. 


$175,000 Damage Done by a Morning 
Fire in West Third Street. 


Fire gutted the seven-story brick building 
44, 46, and 48 West Third Street early yes- 
terday morning, causing a loss estimated at 
$175,000. E. J. Walter, a letter carrier, was 
taking mail from a box at Washington 
Square and Wooster Street, when he heard 
an explosion. He ran to Third Street and 
saw flames shooting from the third-story 
windows of the big building. He turned in 
an alarm. 

The fire spread so rapidly that when En- 
gine Company 33 reached the scene the en- 
tire upper part of the building was in flames. 
Chief Bonner, who came with the first en- 
gine, turned in a second and a third alarm. 
The arrival of many of the engines was de- 
layed by snow in the streets. The Chief, 
leading the men of Engine 13, attempted to 
get up stairs on the Wooster Street side of 
the building, but they were driven back by 
a sheet of flame. The members of Fire Pa- 


trol No. 3, under Capt. Vaughn, had to flee 
for their lives when they attempted to 
spread their covers over the goods on the 
first floor. The building, which had an ex- 
tensive frontage on Wooster Street, con- 
tained ninety-eight windows. Fifteen min- 
utes after the discovery of the fire flames 
were issuing from each window. A tremen- 
dous explosion occurred after the,fire had 
been Ls ginny | about half an hour./ It was 
followed by the fall of the fourth floor. This 
was soon followed by the collapse of the 
roof, which was borne down by the weight 
of the big water tank. The remaining floors 
fell shortly afterward, leaving the walls of 
the building in a menacing condition. The 
cause of the fire is not known. 

The following firms were burned_ out: 
First floor, New York Dispatch and Deliv- 
ery Company; second, third, fourth, and 
fifth floors, Hein & Fox, manufacturers of 
hats and caps; sixth and seventh floors, Jo- 
seph Cohn & Sons, clothing. One hundred 
thousand dollars of the loss was on stock, 
the remainder on the building. The insur- 
ance was distributed as follows:

FIREMEN IN GAS FILLED CELLAR. 


Several Overcome in Repeated At- 
tempts to Check Flow of Gas. 


Gas escaped in such a volume yesterday 
morning in the cellar of the four-story brick 
building at, 39 and 41 Greene Street that a 
number of firemen who tried to get into the 
place to shut off the gas and fight the fire 
which started were overcome. These in- 
cluded Chief Lally of the Fifth Battalion, 
Only one man was more than temporarily 
overcome. 

Several men had been dragged out uncon- 
scious when Chief Lally reached the fire and 
entered the cellar. He immediately fell. 


Lieut. William Wieland of Hook and Ladder 
No. 8 fell on the Chief. Both were dragged 
out and revived. Chief reg & then refused 
to let any more men go into the place, as he 
said it would be throwing their lives away. 
The firemen, in taking out the Chief and 
Wieland, found a very large black cat, be- 
longing to Henry L. Muller, a saloonkeeper 
on the first floor. The cat is called ‘‘ Gov- 
ernor Black,’’ and was senseless when taken 
out. He revived in the air, but wobbled 
about for several hours. 

Lieut. Wieland volunteered to go into the 
cellar again, the fire having been put out. 
Wieland was supplied with a Vager-Bader 
headpiece, used in entering buildings filled 
with smoke. It is filled with compressed air 
and has thick sides. Wieland had not ad- 
vanced three feet when he fell flat, and was 
immediately dragged out by two firemen. 
He was unconscious for an hour. An ambu- 
lance, summoned from St. Vincent’s Hospi- 
tal, took him to the hospital, as he was very 
weak. 

Superintendent Riley of the gas company, 
who had been telephoned for, now arrived, 
and had the gas turned off in the street. He 
then tried to go into the cellar. He fell and 
was not resuscitated for half an hour. 

The damage by the fire was about $1,000. 
It was reported that the fire was started 
by an Italian who went into the cellar with 
a lighted candle. He has disappeared. 


A NAVAL OFFICER DIVORCED. 


Commodore W. K. Mayo, Retired, 
Charged His Wife with Desertion. 


FARGO, N. D., Dec. 1—A divorce was 
granted this afternoon to Commodore W. 
K. Mayo of the United States Navy, re- 
tired, on the ground of desertion. He was 


married Dec. 8, 1892, to Jennie Elton Stev- 
ens of Waterbury, Conn. 

Their domestic life was unhappy and the 
wife was once in retreat for nervous trou- 
bles, after which she refused to live with 
her husband. Commodore Mayo is a wealthy 
resident of Washington and a native of 
Virginia. He is now sixty-one years of age. 


GRANT C. GILLETT ARRESTED ? 


Kansas Speculator Said te be Captive 
Upon Creditors’ Complaint. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 1.—It is stated 
here to-night that Grant C. Gillett, the 
Kansas City cattleman whose financial col- 
lapse last week revealed the fact that in 
less than three years he has piled up an in- 
debtedness of more than $1,500,000, is un- 
der arrest somewhere in the Southwest. 

Charles A. Schaefer, President of the 
George Holmes Commission Company, 
swore out a warrant here to-day charging 
Gillett with having obtained $19,500 by 


false pretenses. The warrant was placed 
in the hands of an officer, and the officer 
left the city to-night. M. A. Fyke, attorney 
for the Holmes Company, to-night made 
this statement: 

‘Gillett is under arrest in Mexico. An 
officer has gone for him, and we will get 
him back, we hope, at a very early date.” 

In other quarters it is stated almost as 
positively that Gillett is not in Mexico, but 
that he is in custody on American soil; 
that he has a large sum of money in his 
possession, and that his captors are ne- 
gotiating with his creditors here to exact a 
stated percentage of the money as their 
price for turning Gillett and the funds over 
to his creditors. 


MECHANICAL ENGINEERS MEET. 


Visit Is Made to Post Office and Pneu- 
matic Tube Service Viewed. 


The mechanical engineers devoted them- 
selves exclusively to the discussion of scien- 
tific subjects at the morning session of their 
convention yesterday, at 12 West Thirty- 
first Street. Papers on the ‘“‘ Theory of the 
Moment of Inertia’ and ‘Improvements 
in Steam Boilers” were read and dis- 
cussed. In the afternoon B. C. Batcheller, 
the inventor of the pneumatic tube now 
used by the New York Post Office, deliv- 


ered a short lecture on “ The Pneumatic 
Tube.” and afterward escorted the mem- 
bers and their wives, numbering 200, to the 
Post Office, where Mr. Van Cott received 
them and showed them the pneumatic tube 
machinery at work. 

The party also visited the branch station 
at 25 Third Avenue and saw the operation 
of the newly installed intermediate station 
receiving and og ges apparatus. By 
means of metal discs plac in the front 
end of the carriers by the dispatchers they 
are automatically thrown out at the station 
for which they are intended. The disc va- 
ries in size to correspond with steel points

CLIFFORD GETS ANOTHER STAY. 


Right of an Acting Governor to Set a 
Day of Execution to be Tested, 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 1—The Supreme 
Court this afternoon stayed the execution 
of Edward Clifford, under sentence to be 


hanged in the Hudson County Jail on Jan. 
6 next, pending a decision on the legality of 
the Acting Governor’s right to issue a death 
warrant fixing the time for execution, Law- 
yer Warren Dixon of Jersey City appeared 
before the court and contended that the ac- 
tion of the Acting Governor was illegal and 
that the power to issue a death warrant was 
not vested in him. He asked for a writ of 
certiorari to review the constitutionality of 
Acting Governor Watkins’s act, and this 
Was granted. 

Clifford killed Superintendent William G. 
Wattson of the West Shore Railroad in 
Weehawken some time ago because the Su- 
perintendent would not reinstate him as a 
railroad detective. It now looks as if the 
fight to save Clifford will begin all over 
again. His case had been throuyh the State 
courts, the Court of Errors, and the Court 
of Pardons. All decided against him, and 
then the case was carried to the United 
States Supreme Court in Washington, with 
like result. The point raised to-day has 
never been tested, but it results in his gain- 
ing a new lease of life,

The Rev. Dr. Gailoupe Denfends Con- 
duct of the Santiago Campaign. 


The Rev. Dwight Galloupe of Newark, N. 
J., who served ir Cuba as Chaplain of the 
Ninth Unite@ States Infantry, spoke be- 
fore the Baptist Social Union at Deimonico’s 
last night on ‘“‘ The Afterglow of the War,” 
and defended the War Department, Gen. 
Shafter, and all concerned in the manage- 
ment of the campaign against Santiago. 
Mr. Galloupe prefaced his speech by the 
Statement that he was no longer an army 
Chaplain, and was not afraid of the War 
Department or anybody else. He said that 
his remarks might not prove popular, but he 
had no sympathy with the criticisms of Gen. 
Shafter and the Secretary of War, who 
had never claimed infallibility. 


He declared that nowhere else does history ‘ 


record the organization of so large an 
army, its transportation 1,000 miles by sea, 
and the taking of an almost impregnable 
city in so short a time and with so small a 
loss of life. Some people, he said, appeared 
to think war should proceed along the lines 
of a personally conducted tour to the Holy 
Land. But any man who enters the mili- 
tary service of his country must take the 
chances of shot and shell and the more 
dangerous chances of privation, sickness, 
yaa other results of the mistakes of fallible 
Mr. Galloupe concluded as follows: “ Take 
my advice.

Somewhat less than 500,000 shares were 
traded in on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day, of which about one-fifth was contrib- 
uted by Sugar Trust activity. That stock 
rose over three points, and largely ab- 
sorbed the interest of the Wall Street day. 
For some time past Wall Street has been 
crowded with bull points on Sugar Trust 
stock, and almost all the professional talent 
of the Stock Exchange has been making 
concerted efforts to lift its market quota- 
tion. Traders on ihe short side have 
been scared out, few having temerity 
enough to stand against the effective ma- 
nipulative pressure. Brokerage offices are 
as a consequence now carrying more Sugar 
Trust stock than has been the average for 
a long time past 

Of various sensational stories circulating 
to account for the strength of Sugar Trust 
stock those most entertaining represented: 
(1) That Chicago Glucose financiers have 
bought control of the Sugar Trust and 
will merge it into their own property. (2) 
That President Havemeyer has been notified 
by his co-trustees that the Sugar Trust 
fight must end, that it is unwarranted, and 
the trust might as well surrender. (3) That 
Messrs. Doscher and Messrs. Arbuckle are 
finally about to give up the competitive 
fight as too expensive for them to continue. 
(4) That Mr. J. P. Morgan is organizing a 
new $100,000,000 corporation to take in the 
Sugar Trust and ali the independent sugar 
refineries, and (5) that the regular 3 per 
cent. quarterly dividend will be declared on 
the trust’s stock. Such tales are only fair- 
ly representative; twice as many, and some 
of them much more animated, ran the 
rounds. What probably was more effective 
than any bull argument during the day 
was, however, that the stock itself ad- 
vanced readily. Traders seeing it rise 
bought it. Sensational tales of impending 
developments interested them only by way 
of excuse. 

Meantime business men closest to the con- 
trolling interests in Sugar Trust manage- 
ment insist that the whole performance is 
Stock-jobbing. No outsider knows what 
the next Sugar Trust dividend will be. Cur- 
rent earnings equal 1% per cent. for the 
quartel, 


A number of other industrial shares were 
active in the wake of Sugar. Tobacco was 
rather an exception in the trust list in 
scoring a decline. During the recent mar- 
ket buoyancy it is probable that there has 
been distributed to the public over 100 per 
cent. more trust stocks than formerly was 
the general holding. Practically, all of the 
professional, traders in the Street have 
gone into the trusts to a greater ur less 
degree, and curious fables get Wall Street 
attention—all for the time celebrating the 
tremendous profits which anybody can 
make who is willing to buy a blind pool 
stock at an advancing quotation.

Standard railway stocks continue well 
taken. Conservative commission houses 
do not change their position of confidence 
that properties like the general Vanderbilt 
list are entitled to advances better than 
.yet recorded—advances to represent ma- 
terial business ‘improvement. What is no- 
ticeable in the railway list is this contrast 
—insiders in the trust stocks sell, taking 
advantage of a market boom to unload, 
while insiders of standard railway prop- 
erties are persistent buyers, it being esti- 
mated by careful authorities that those in- 
terests holding largest concentrated i:vest- 
ments in American railway stocks own now 
an average of &) per cent. or.more beyond 
what their normal holdings hitherto have 
been. The significance of this is easy to 


understand.

LONDON TRADING “VARIED. 


Again yesterday London's operations in 
this market were mixed in character, the 
foreign houses being only small buyers on 
balance. Trading for foreign account was 
not as active as heretofore, arbitrage tran- 
sactions amounting to but 25,000 or 30,000 


shares. Naturally the failure of the Bank 
of England to advance its discount rate, as 
had been apprehended in some quarters, had 
the effect of improving speculative senti- 
ment abroad, and the London market was 
much stronger than on Tuesday. In this 
strength, however, Americans did not share 
fully. Wall Street houses with London con- 
nections say that apprehension is displayed 
there because of the approaching convening 
of Congress. 


UNION TOBACCO COMPANY. 

The Directors of the Union Tobacco Com- 
pany, who were elected on Wednesday, held 
their first meeting yesterday. Mr. William 
H. Butler, who in Tuesday’s reports was 
said to have resigned from the Directorate, 
was made President. Mr. Butler’s resigna- 
tion was from the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, with which he was long prominently 
identified, and not from the Union Company, 
in which he is one of the foremost figures. 
The Union Company has established its 


offices at 250 West Twenty-seventh Street, 
in this city, in a new factory which the 
company has leased for a long term of 
years, 

It was disclosed yesterday by a leading 
tobacco trade interest that the Union Com- 
pany is to be one of the mosti mportant of 
the concerns to be organized and operated 
by the Widener-ElKins Cuban syndicate 
which was recently organized with an enor- 
mous capital to develop Cuban industries 
and American business lines related thereto. 
Wall Street has heard much of this syn- 
dicate, and its plans have been widely dis- 
cussed. It is stated that the Union To- 
bacco Company is to be the manufacturing 
end of the Cuban syndicate’s tobacco inter- 
ests, and is to manufacture the tobacco 
which the syndicate is to produce on its 
vast teritory recently acquired in Cuba. 
This puts the Union Company in a new 
light, and will make it much more of a to- 
bacco trade factor than it has hitherto been 
generally considered. 

It was also announced yesterday that«the 
Union Company has entered into a work- 
ing agreement with the Liggett & Meyers 
Company, 


PACIFIC STOCKS SLUGGISH. 


Wall Street seems to be.all at sea over 
the Pacific roads situation. Positive asser- 
tions are made that the quarrel between 
Messrs. Hill and Morgan and their re- 
spective interests has been wholly settled in 
most amicable fashion. Other assertions 
equally as positive declare that the manage- 


ments are still at loggerheads, and that 
they are likely to continue so for some time, 
all peace-making efforts so far having 
failed. Both claims have aggressive cham- 
pions, as the Stock Exchange positions of 
the stocks show. 

Yesterday both Union Pacifics made frac- 
tional gains, London buying them steadily 
and insiders also working on that side. The 
bull points on them were the road’s in- 
creasing earnings, as shown by October fig- 
ures, and the proposed acquisition of the 
Oregon Short L4ne. The Norther Pacifics 
were inclined to be heavy, the common 
stock hanging around 40% during the entire 
day. 


THE ALTON DEAL. 

Western interests identified with the Al- 
ton deal syndicate are credited with recent 
heavy purchases of Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Gulf. Activity in the stock has been 
steadily increasing lately, nearly 17,000 
shares of it changing hands yesterday. The 


stock continues strong, and yesterday sold 
up to 25%, closing with a net gain of be- 
tween one and two points. A feature in the 
trading in Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
were the numerous “seller 20”’ contracts 
made between one and two points below 
the regular market price.

BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT.

Man is optimistic now, and striving to 
vie with the weather in rushing to extremes, 
says The Boston Herald. He is ready for 
great risks, for heroic ventures, for war, 
almost ready for universal peace, ready for 
anything. There is no monopoly too great 
to organize, no speculation too venturesome 
to reject. He buys Standard Oil for hun- 


dreds of dollars a share. He pays more 
hundreds a share for Calumet. He bids 
higher prices relatively for stocks dearer at 
the prices paid than are Standard Oil and 
Calumet at the fabulous prices current. And 
so the parallel might be continued, all com- 
parisons and contrasts tending to show that 
these are unusual times and unusual times 
must have an unusual production. 

Man may well be awake to his environ- 
ment, and begin to search for the cause for 
what is happening. He may well ask him- 
self whether caution does not become man 
when he is being forced into action by laws 
which he fails to grasp. This is a record- 
breaking era, and such eras are always at- 
tended with the danger of overdoing things. 


A RELIEF FUND DIVIDEND. 


The Chicago Board of Trade people, who 
three years ago contributed to that fund 
which was sent into Nebraska and Kansas 
to relieve the distress among the farmers 
because of the disastrous drought of 1895, 
have received notice of a second dividend 
from that remarkable investment, The con- 


tributions that year were largely in the 
shape of loans, the funds being used to fur- 
nish seed. In most cases notes were taken 


from the farmers who received assistance, 
and in a few cases mortgages. A first divi- 
dend of 40 per cent. was id to the sub- 
scribers of that relief fund two years ago; 
a second dividend of 14 per cent. will soon 
be distributed, and notice of it has already 
been sent out. 

The Board of Trade contribution was $15,- 
805, all of it sent in the shape of seed 
grain. It was distributed to the distressed 
through fifty-two different agents, reputa- 
ble people living in the localities Where the 
suffering from loss of crops had been the 
severest. This latest dividend will make 
$8,264 returned to the donors. It is ex- 
pected that this will be the last dividend to 
distribute. The record of the distribution 
shows that in some localities every recipi- 
ent of aid has paid his note, while in a few 
localities not one of the notes given for the 
seed grain contributed has been paid. 


OREGON SHORT LINE. 


The recent buying of Oregon Short Line 
stock and its resultant advance is account- 


' ed for by Boston people who are well in- 


formed by a demand largely for investment 
account. The property is in an excellent 
physical condition, and its traffic is mak- 
ing a steady and surprising gain. The 
control of its stock is, as is well under- 
stood, owned by the Union Pacific people, 
and the present strong position of the 
Union Pacific property and its rapidly 
growing business is, of course, shared in 
a measure by the Oregon Short Line. The 
current report of a proposed exchange of 
Union Pacific stock for Oregon Short Line 


is, therefore, something of an influencing 
factor for good. And then, too, there is 
an excellent prospect for an extension of 
the line from Milford—its southern termi- 
nus—not only to Pioche, as is now contem- 
plated, but through to Los Angeles, Cal., 
thereby making the line a link in another 
transcontinental route. The arrangements 
for constructing this new road are further 
advanced than its projectors are willing to 
admit, and it ‘s not at all unlikely that 
work upon it will be commenced within a 
few months. The Oregon Short Line, re- 
organized and under the conservative Union 
Pacific management, certainly appears to 
have an exceptionally promising future, 
and it is a growing appreciation of this 
fact that is now inducing a fresh interest 
in its securities.—Boston Journal.

THE BOSTON STOCK MARKET. 


BOSTON, Dec. 1.—The monetary condi- 
tions remain unchanged. At the Clearing 
fiouse few loans were madz; the rate was 
nominally 2 per cent. New York funds sold 
at 5@&c discount. Call money ranges from 
2 to 3 per cent., time money from 2% to 3% 
per cent., with the most of the business done 
at 3 per cent. and with one or two loans re- 





ported as low as 244 per cent. New York is 
borrowing largeiy in this market on sterling 
bills at from 2% to 25 percent. Business pa- 
per, still scarce, remains at from 8 to 4 per 
cent. 

Copper speculation shows a waning inter- 
est. Arnold rallied fractionally to-day, but 
the buying of it was not of the sort to in- 
spire much fresh courage. Indeed, it is 


known that some of the insiders have ad- 
mitted quite recently that the results ob- 
tained at the mine are disappvinting. Arca- 
dian sold as high as 39 and then dropped to 
88; Baltic was back to 27; Centennial ranged 
within small fractional limits around 21%; 
Old Dominion dropped to 83, and Osccofla 
dropped to 69. There was a four-point ad- 
vance for Oregon Short Line B’s—a gain of 
1% points. There was excellent buying of 
Atchison preferred. Another reaction took 
place in Dominion Coai, to 31%. There was 
a big demand for Sugar for New York ac- 
count.

NOVEMBER TREASURY FIGURES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that at 
the close of business yesterday the debt, 
less cash in the Treasury, amounted to 
$1, 127,473,487, which is an increase over last 
month of $16,506,565. This increase is ac- 
counted for by a decrease of nearly $8,000,- 
000 in the cash on hand and an issue of 
about the same amount of bonds which had 
been paid for in preceding months. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: In- 
terest bearing debt, $1,036,396,630; debt on 
which interest has ceased, $1,241,630; debt 
bearing no interest, $382,212,017; total, 
$1,419,850,277. This amount, however, does 
not include $553,897,833 in certificates and 
Treasury notes outstanding which are off- 
set by an equal amount of cash on hand. 

The cash in the Treasury is classified as 
follows, (cents omitted): Gold, $276,944,092; 
silver, $504,290,718; paper, $49,448,270; bonds, 
disbursing officers’ balances, deposits in Na- 
tional banks, &c., $95,434,100; total, $926,- 
117,182, Against this there are demand lia- 
bilities outstanding amounting to $33,740,- 
392, leaving a net cash balance on hand 
of $292,376,790. 

The monthly comparative statement of 
the Government receipts and expenditures 
shows that during the month of November 
the receipts aggregated $38,000,915, as com- 
pared with $43,363,605 for November last 
year. In that month, however, is included 
about $18,000,000 received on account of the 
Pacific Railroad settlement. Independent of 
these payments, the receipts exceeded those 
for November, 1897, by about $13,500,000. 

The receipts from customs last month 
were $15,335,200, an increase of about $5,- 
500,000; from internal revenue sources, $21,- 
336,743, an increase of nearly $8,000,000. The 
disbursements during last month amounted 
to $49,090,980, an increase on account of the 
war of nearly $11,000,000. Since July the 
receipts have aggregated $201,557,096, as 
compared with $148,113,875 for 1897. 

The monthly statement of the Controller 
of the Currency shows the total circulation 
of National bank notes Nov. 380, 1898, to 
have been $242,702,038, an increase for the 
year of $13,152,331, and for the month of 
$3,153,757. 

The circulation based on United States 
bonds was $213,928,543, an increase for the 
year of $12,192,971, and for the month of 
3,883,087. The circulation secured by law- 
ful money was $28,778,495, an increase for 
the year of $959,360 and a decrease for the 
month of $727,330. 

The amount of United States bongs on 
deposit to secure circulating notes was 

239,349,130, and to secure public deposits, 
$71,268,300. The amount of the new 3 per 
cent. war loan to secure public deposits 
was $28,363,800, and to secure circulating 
notes, $40,186,280. 

The monthly statement of the Director of 
the Mint shows the total coinage at the 
United States mints during November, 1898, 
was $7,845,910, of which $5,006,700 was gold, 
$2,735,250 silver, and $83,960 minor coins, 
The standard dollars coined amounted to 
$1,402,000. 


BIG GAS DEAL CONSUMMATED. 


Plants About Newark, N. J., Pass Un- 
der Control of One Corporntion. 


NEWARK, N, J., Dec. 1.—The big gas 
deal, by which everything in the shape of 
a gas plant in this section passes under 
control of o1e corporation was consum- 
mated to-day. The Newark Consolidated 
Gas Company first met and elected the 
following officers: President—Thomas A. 


Nevins; Vice President—William Scheerer; 
Secretary and Treasurer—U. H. McCarter; 
Directors—Thomas A. Nevins, Ebenezer C. 
Hay, Adrian Riker, Thomas N. McCarter, 
Jr., William Scheerer, Edgar Ward, Jerome 
B. Taylor, Jeremiah O’Rourke, and Arthur 
D. Ball. 

After the organization had been com- 
pleted, the Directors executed and filed a 
mortgage for $10,000,000 to the Fidelity 
Trust company, as trustee, to cover the 
$10,000,000 5 per cent, fifty-year gold bonds 
which the company is authorized to issue. 
After the filing of the mortgage the com- 
pany made a formal lease of all its prop- 
erty fora period of 999 years to the United 
Gas Improvement Company of Philadel- 
phia. en the latter company promptly 
assigned the lease to the Essex and Hudgpn 
Gas Company, the new corporation wh 
filed articles yesterday.

SOUND MONEY IN THE WEST 


H. H. Hanna Talks on the Need of 
Positive Legislation at Once. 


PRESIDENT McKINLEY’S PLEDGE 


The Chamber of Commerce Wants 
Nations to Protect Private Prop- 
erty at Sea in War Times. 


Alexander E. Orr presided yesterday at 
the monthly meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce. For the Committee on Foreign 
Commerce and the Revenue Laws, Chair- 
man Gustav H. Schwab reported on a me- 
morial to the President of the United States 
from Charles Henry Butler and others, urg- 
ing him to convene an international con- 
gress at Washington to consider the ques- 
tion of making private property on the sea 
free from capture during war. 

The memorial, which was adopted, calls 
attention to the fact that the persons and 
property of private persons while protected 
on land in time of war, are exposed to vio- 
lence, detention, and seizure when on the 
sea, and that this principle is still recog- 
nized by international law; that this coun- 
try has consistently favored the adoption, in 
time of war, of the same principle on sea 
as applies on land, and concludes as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘ Your memorialists therefore pray 
that you will favorably consider the me- 
morial which has been presented to you, 
urging.that you invite the maritime powers 
of the world, through the proper channels, 
to attend an international congress, for the 
purpose of considering and adopting rules 
providing for the freedom from capture of 
private property on the sea, whether be- 
longing to neutrals or non-combatant citi- 
zens of belligerent nations, except in the 
case of contraband of war or violation of a 
blockade.” 

The Secretary of the Chamber was in- 
structed to present like organizations in 
this country with a copy of the memorial. 
The committee of which Mr. Schwab is 


Chairman will present the resolution to 
President McKinley. 

A. Foster Higgins and Franklin Edsor 
were appointed to represent the Chamber 
in a conference, in which other commercial 
bodies will be represented, to be held at a 
date to be set with Gov.-elect Roosevelt to 
discuss and plan on the completion of the 
improvements to the State canals. 

Mr. Orr introduced H. H. Hanna, who 
was Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Indianapolis Sound-Money Conven- 
tion, to tell of conditions in the West with 
reference to the agitation for sound money. 
Mr. Hanna said in part: 

The outlook is very encouraging. We were 
unable to get the attention of the Banking 
and Currency Committee sufficiently, there- 
fore the appeal of the constituents was 
made to get a bill which stands as an ex- 
pression of progressive effort in the direc- 
tion of the more complete bill, but a ra- 
tional bill, as it seems to me, for a begin- 
ning, along the line of this very delicate 
work, and it seems to be the duty of our 
Executive Committee to stand with any 
progressive recommendation in the right di- 
rection and not hold to any very unyielding 
lines. For that reason we accepted and 
urged forward the bill that was reported 
to the House by the Banking and Currency 
Committee. 

I left Washington in June with the under- 
Standing that monetary legislation would 
have the support in a thorough way of the 
Administration, and the Administration in 
the House, conditioned upon the fact that 
we were able in this campaign to retain the 
control of the lower house and secure a ma- 
jority in the Senate. Our Executive Com- 
mittee realized its duty to the extent of 
furthering and promoting the election of 
sound-money candidates to Congress, and 
immediately organized a bureau for what 
we call a letter-writing campaign to the 
business men of the country. 

The response to an appeal for the support 
of sound money won. Where the element 
was divided, where the candidates were di- 
vided between sound-money Democrats and 
Republicans, we took no action. We would 
have you know that, in spite of the fact 
that word has gone out that the desire for 
monetary legislatisn has been brought for- 
ward and advocated especially by gold Dem- 
scrats, that that is not true, and that the 
R publican business men of this country 
ire as earnestly united for this result as 
he sound-money Democrats are. In other 
words, it is the business men, the mer- 
chants, the manufacturers, the bankers of 
the country, and in the West_particularly. 

I would call your attentioh to the fact 
that in the States where the issue was 
ignored the sound-money element either 
lost or made no gains. This fs a significant 
fact. I remind you, as I did when I first 
came to the Chamber of Commerce, when 
there were some half a dozen gentlemen 
who requested me to bring the matter to 
their attention here one day, and let me im- 
presse upon you the serious importance of 
the truth that this is an appeal from the 
West for sound money. Too much impor- 
tance cannot be attached to that fact. To- 
day word has gone out that New York is 
not in sympathy with this work. If-I chose 
to follow the demagogy of politics, that 
would not be unfavorable to the undertak- 
ing, but I want to say to you, gentlemen, 
that demagogy does not enter into this 
‘work, 

The question now is as to the future. 
What is tc be done? We will get legisla- 
tion if we keep that unyielding pressure 
to hold the ground we have gained with 
persistent demands for recognition of the 

ledge both of 1896 and 1898. We certain- 

y have reason to expect that there will 
be action. The President told me day 
before yesterday, when I asked him what 
I could say to the people when I went 
back to begin my work, “ You can say 
that I stand thoroughly for monetary 
legislation and that I am determined that 
every pledge the Republican Party ever 
made along this line shall be kept.”’ 

If the majority of those who claim that 
we are for sound money now, and are satis- 
fied simply to maintain the gold standard 
that we now have, why not write it in the 
law and let all the rest of us who are not 
content say amen? If we have it written in 
the law, and take away the uncertainty 
that brings fear and dissatisfaction, we will 
enter into a condition for the fuller em- 
ployment of the people and the furtherance 
of the prosperity of the people. 

Mr. Hanna was frequently applauded, and, 
at the instance of John Harsen Rhoades, 
the Chamber voted him its thanks.

Lewis L. Delafield, the Secretary of the 
Commission, said yesterday: “The as- 
sessed valuation of the city will probably 
be raised sufficiently to wipe out the exist- 
ing indebtedness in excess of the constitu- 


- tional limit, and to provide for the public 


objects which the present administration 
has at heart, but not enough to provide in 
addition for so great an undertaking as the 
unde und railway. As it is, it is clear 
that the increase must be something enor- 
mous, and that it must fall upon the County 
of New York. 

“This Commission is not now in commu- 
nication with any one who has offered to 
pulld the road with private capital. The 
law as it now stands requires the construc- 
tion of the railroad with the funds of the 
greater city.

TWO UP-TOWN BANKS UNITE. 


The Astor National About to Absorb 
the Sixth National—High Price 
for the Latter’s Stock. 


Negotiations have practically been com- 
pleted by which the control of the Sixth 
National Bank at Broadway and Thirty- 
third Street will pass into the hands of the 
men who own the Astor National Bank 
at Thirty-fourth Street ‘and Astor Court. 
The first-named institution will be merged 
into the Astor National, and the consoli- 
dated banks will continue business in Astor 
Court. It is expected that all of the details 
will be arranged within a few days. Pres- 
ident Alexander H. Stevens of the Sixth 
National Bank said yesterday: “‘ The union 
of the two banks has not yet been effected, 
but there is reason to believe that it will 
be very soon.’’ 

While the parties to the transfers of the 
Sixth National stock are exceedingly reti- 
cent, there is authority for the statement 
that the price paid by the Astor Bank peo- 
ple was $350 per share. Equal terms were 
offered to all of the Sixth National Bank 
shareholders. President Stevens, who is 
credited with having held a large amount 
of Sixth National stock, declined to give 
any figures when asked about the sale 
yesterday, but said that there was no op- 
position to the transaction on the part of 
any of the stockholders, In regard to a re- 
port that the Directors of the Sixth National 
Bank were to have met yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of completing the 
transfer of the property, Mr. Stevens said 
that the Directors had nothing to do with 
the matter, as the stockholders were at 
liberty to sell their shares without any con- 
sultation with them. President Stevens 
furthermore remarked that the meeting of 
Directors held yesterday was merely for 
the purpose of authorizing him to take up 
certain Government bonds which were held 
by the United States Treasury against cir- 
culation. 

Cashier Charles F. Bevins of the Astor 
National Bank said that the management 
of that institution had adopted the policy 
of absolute silence with regard to the amal- 
gamation of the two banking interests. As 
soon as the negotiations were definitely 
conciuded, something might be said. The 
Astor National Bank began business on 
Feb. 14, 1898, with a capital of $300,000. 
Its President is George F. Baker, President 
of the First National Bank in Wall Street, 
and among its Directors are William Wal- 
dorf Astor and John Jacob Astor. 

In explanation of the purpose of the ab- 
sorption of the Sixth National by the Astor 
National it is said that the projectors of 
the latter enterprise desired a more rapid 
growth in the business of their bank. Both 
banks are practical} in the same territory, 
and, while each is apparently prosperous, 
the Astor people believe that consolidation 
will prove very advantageous to their in- 
terests. There has been more or less riv- 
alry between the two_ institutions. The 
price alleged to have been paid for the 
Sixth National stock, viz., $350 per share, 
is not regarded by bankers as exorbitant, 
in view of the fact that this bank has for 
some time been a large dividend payer, its 
recent yearly average being 12 per cent. 

The Sixth National Bank was organized 
in 1864, and for a long period of years it 
enjoyed a prosperous career. In 1890 Charles 
H. Leland, its President, sold a controlling 
interest to Gen. P. J. Claassen and George 
H. Pell, who wrecked the bank by reckless 
speculation. The Sixth National was reor- 
ganized on a sound financial basis, and it 
soon resumed its place among the most suc- 
cessful banks in this city. 


TRADESMEN’S BANK OPENS. 


Liquidation Regun and About $500,000 
Paid to Depositors. 

The Tradesmen’s National Bank, of which 
National Bank Examiner Kimball took pos- 
session on Oct. 4, was opened yesterday 
morning for the payment in full of all de- 
positors, except those who had agreed to 
accept certificates of deposit, payable in 
four months. The bank was crowded at 10 
o’clock, when payments were begun, there 
probably being 100 men in line, There was 
no trace of excitement, and the men in 
charge of the liquidation did their work 
with great rapidity. After the first few 
hours the number in line sensibly dimin- 
ished, and at times in the afternoon there 
were not more than a dozen persons in it. 
President Bates said he thought that as 
much as $500,000 was paid out during the 
day. 

Depositors to whom less than $100 was 
due were paid in cash money, and those 


whose claims were more than $100 had their 
checks converted into drafts, payable 
through the Clearing House after deposit 
in certain down-town banks, having been 
stamped with the following form of accept- 
ance: 

** Accepted Dec. 1, 1898. Payable at the 
National City Bank through New York 
Clearing House. Tradesmen’s National 
Bank. James W. Clawson, Cashier.’’ 

The total sum due the depositors of the 
bank yesterday morning was $2,211,827.83, 
and the Liquidating Committee had on hand 
in cash the sum of $1,593,109.18, which Na- 
tional Bank Examiner and Receiver Will- 
jam H. Kimball turned over to it on Sat- 
urday. Depositors to whom $618,719.65 is 
owing agreed to accept certificates before 
liquidation was authorized by the Con- 
troller of the Currency. President Bates 
said yesterday that many of the depositors 
were desirous of having the bank reorgan- 
ized, and he looks to see some one of the 
plans making for its re-establishment put 
into successful operation in the near future. 


FIGHT FOR STEWART ESTATE. 


Lis Pendens Against the Stewart 


Building—Others to be Filed. 

A lis pendens against the Stewart Build- 
ing was filed in the County Clerk’s office 
yesterday by counsel for Mary, Joseph, and 
John Carroll. They are the claimants to 
the A. T. Stewart estate, children of Cath- 
erine Carroll, deceased, who alleged that 


she was the only daughter of Alexander 
Stewart, a cousin of A. T. Stewart. 

Mr. Hart of Hart & Hopkins, counsel for 
the claimants, said that suits had been be- 
gun in every county in the State where 

roperty belonging to Mr. Stewart at the 
Tiere of his death was located, and lis pen- 
dens would issue against every piece of 
such property. These suits were brought 
to compel the present holders of the prop- 
erty to prove their title. 

A lis pendens had previously been filed 
against the Manhattan Club building.

THE COMMERCE COMMISSION 


Peter F. Meyer Testifies That More 
Docks Are Needed. 


CANAL MEN MAKE COMPLAINT 


Say Dock Department Has Given Their 
Terminals to the Railroads, 
Their Enemies. 


Dock Commissioner Peter F. Meyer was 
a witness before the State Commerce Com- 
mission at the City Hall yesterday. 

Mr. Meyer began by declaring that there 
should be a continual building of new docks. 
It was impossible, he said, to keep pace 
with the demand for docks. He was in 
favor of building twelve on the East River 
and twelve on the North River, each 450 
feet long. When these docks were built 
the demand would still be greater than 
the supply. 


Mr. Meyer, in explaining the use of the 
marginal street along the North River, said 
that goods were often stored on the mar- 
ginal street and that he believed it should 
be open to the public without obstruction. 
The people were being robbed of the right 
to use West Street for traffic. 

“This commisssion,” said Andrew H. 
Green, “ will see that no more such rob- 
beries are permitted.” 

Alexander E. Smith then questionéd Mr. 
Meyer in regard to real estate values. 

“TI decline to discuss the question,”’ re- 
plied the witnesss. “ That’s my private 
business.”’ 


“But suppose we subpoenaed you,”” said 
Mr. Smith, “and paid you as an expert 
witness?” 

“I wouldn’t testify, even then,”’ said Mr. 
Meyer. “I am in the city’s employ and 
drawing a salaryifrom it.” He did say, how- 
ever, that the improvement on the water 
front which he suggested would increase 
the value of water-front real estate 100 
per cent. He did not believe there should 
be a State Commission to take charge of 
the city’s docks. 

Dock Commissioner J. Sergeant Cram 
spoke of the necessity of building up to a 
greater extent the city’s dock system, the 
condition of which, he said, had had much 
to do with the decline of the port’s com- 
merce. He said he was in favor of a dry 


dock here which would give berth to the 
vessels of all nations. 

The commission received a letter from 
Melvin De Puy and Frank Beadle, well- 
know canal men of Buffalo, in which the 
writers deciared that the Dock Department 
of this city had pursued a policy which had 
resulted in almost completely diverting the 
canal terminal here from canal purposes 
to the use of their “ bitterest competitors, 
the railroads.”’ The writers even hinted at 
conspiracy. They wrote: 

The Commerce Commissioners are probably 
aware that the people of the State, through the 
Legislature, when they had expended $70,000,000 
on the Erie and other canals, deemed them al- 
most useless unless ample terminals were pro- 
vided in New York. This was necessary for the 
accommodation of the vast traffic from the region 
surrounding the Great Lakes, tributary to these 
waterways, and which this great artery is en- 
tirely competent to handle with economy possible 
to no other means of communication. According- 
ly six piers in the East River, near to the Bat- 
tery, known as the canal district, were sacredly 
dedicated to canal purposes. 

The terms of the dedication by the Legislature 
of this pivotal pont to canal commerce were 
unusual in their exactitude and comprehensive- 
ness. 

It is difficult in the face of words so emphatic 
and with a meaning so explicit to discern how it 
has been possible for the Dock Department to 
alienate this property from canal purposes. But 
not only have they actually deprived canal craft 
from the ‘‘suitable accommodation ’’ demanded 
in these express words by the law, but the de- 
partment has not hestitated to go still rurther 
end actually lease and ost exclusive possession 
of the greater part of this terminal to the rail- 
roads, the powerful and bitter enemies of canal 
traffic. Conspiracy is an ugly word, and ought 
not to be used in an offensive term in relation 
to men who consider they are serving the city 
in a a capacity, but if the railroads had 
desired a conspirator to join them in ruining a 
competitive route they could not ave had more 
successful co-operation had they directly sought 
it with this purpose in view. For the result has 
been that this great terminal, with all its possi- 
bilities of cheap food distribution and the seat 
cf a great water commerce, has become merely 
a down-town freight depot for railroads terminat- 
ing at Sixtieth Street and the North River and 
mainly on the Jersey shore. 

Legislation was secured last session in this 
respect. but the bill, under the advice of the 
Dock Department, was vetoed by the Mayor. A 
resort was then had to the courts for an inter- 
pretation of the law; but under the ‘nstructions 
of the Dock Department the Corporation Counsel 
has succeeded in staving off the trial for eight 
months, until the canal season has ended, and we 
aro still without a remedy. 


TOMBS BUILDING MUDDLE. 


Conference to be Held To-day—City 
May Pay Three Times for the 
Cell Work. 


The trouble over the new Tombs Build- 
ing, the plans for which have been adjudged 
by Commissioner of Buildings Brady to be 
in violation of law, took a new turn yester- 
day, when Commissioner of Correction Lan- 
try sent out notices for a conference to be 
held at 11 o’clock this morning at the office 
of Commissioner Brady for the purpose of 
seeing if work could not be resumed on the 
building. Those asked to be present are 
Withers & Dickson, the original architects; 
Horgan & Slattery, the architects for the 
cell construction; George B. Post, Consult- 
ing Engineer for this work to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment; a represent- 


ative from the Corporation Counsel’s office, 
(who is to speak for Commissioner Lantry,) 
and Commissioner Brady. 

The notices were sent subsequent to the 
reception by Commissioner Lantry of an 
opinion from the Corporation Counsel, in 
which the latter approved Mr. Lantry’s 
course in stopping work on the Tombs 
,Building, the tenor of his statement being 
that it was better, to be sure than sorry.

“All that I want,” said Mr. Lantry yes- 
terday, ‘‘ is to see the city protected. With- 
ers & Dickson may be right. I hope they 
are. But if there’s anything defective in 
that building and it may tumble down some 
day and kill a lot of people, now is the time 
to attend to it. What the papers say about 
politics being in it is all wrong. I want the 
whole matter referred to Mr. Bost.” 
It develops that the city may have to pay 
three times for the same piece of work—the 
lang for the cell construction. Withers & 
ickson say that they will certainly put in 
a bill for their whole commission, including 
their work on the cells, and Mr. Withers 
said yesterday that he knew Charles C. 
Cook of Hartford, Conn., the architect whom 
Commissioner Wright specially appointed to 
plan the cells, would put in a bill for $7,500. 
Now neither Cook’s plans, which were duly 
approved by Mr. Post, nor Withers & Dick- 
son’s plans will be used, and Horgan & 
Slattery, who have drawn the plans for 
cells which in all probability will be used, 
must of course be compensated. 
George B. Post said yesterday: ‘“ Last 
year I advised the Board of Estimate, and 
I have this year advised Controller Coler, 
that the city would finallyhave to pay With- 
ers & Dickson’s commission on the whole 
building, anyway. When an architect 
makes plans for a building he gets his com- 
mission on its whole cost, and if an expert 
is employed for the design of some detail, 
like plumbing or ventilating, his commis- 
sion on that is extra. No one is to blame 
in the matter. The Correction Department 
simply wants to put in a heavier cellwork, 
and the floors for it can be strengthened 
without much trouble.” 


TAMMANY AND THE SCHOOLS. 


West End Republican Women Hear 
with Approval Mrs. Burns’s 
Attack on the Hall. 

The West End Woman’s Republican Asso- 


ciation met at its headquarters, 477 Boule- 


vard, yesterday afternoon, Mrs. C. S.«.Robin- 
son, the President, acting as Chairman. 
The feature of the meeting was an address 
by the honorary President, Mrs. Clarence 
Burns, which was discussed by the mem- 
bers with unanimous approval. Mrs. Burns 
arraigned Tammany Hall for its attitude 
on the school question. 

“It has been said,’’ said she, “that the 
condition of the public school system of a 
great city is a certain test of the progress 
it has made toward civilization. For two 
years the schools of this city were so far 
behind what they should have been that we 
were reproached and held up to ridicule 
all over the country. Even the small 
towns of the far Western States provided 
higher education than the great City of 
New York. 

“But there have been many changes in 


the last few years, and the system has 
been raised to a higher standard. 

“We are indebted to the reform Admin- 
istration of Mayor Strong and Republican 
legislation at Albany for many improve- 
ments in our school system, for magnificent 
new schools, and those that are in process 
of construction, and most of all, for a 
fearless Board of Education, whose policy 
has been intelligent, broad, and progressive. 
Now, what conditions exist to-day? Last 
month nearly 5,000 children were refused 
admission to our schools for lack of room. 
We have 16,000 children here and 24,000 in 
Brooklyn in half-day classes, known as the 
‘Copenhagen system,’ and copied from Den- 
mark, one of the poorest countries in Bu- 
rope. There are new school buildings now 
ready for occupancy which cannot be used 
because the Board of Estimate failed to pro- 
vide the money for furniture. For years 
our school teachers have been underpaid, 
and some teachers who have taught faith- 
fully for fifteen years are pair $573 an- 
nually, and others are breaking down under 
the strain of teaching one set of children in 
the morning and another in the afternoon. 

- — of the classés in our schools have 
no teachers at all, but are in charge of 
children under fifteen years of age, who 
act as monitors. Thousands of children are 
deprived of their right—a common-school 
education—but we have a speedway that 
cost several millions.” 

Mrs. Burns then said that the money 
asked for new sites and for special teachers 
and high schools had all been cut out by 
the board, as well as the increase in gal- 
aries asked. She concluded: 

“The Mayor put himself on record 
as opposed to mddern methods of education 
and as having a desire to economize.on

DECISION IN BROOKLYN FRAUDS. 


Appellate Division Overrules De- 


murrer of Philips and Willis. 


A demurrer was sustained to an indict- 
ment against City Works Commissioner 
Theodore D. Willis of Brooklyn and Will- 
iam E. Philips, charging a conspiracy be- 
tween them, that it was agreed that Willis, 
in order to aid and support and render ef- 
fective demands for money to be made by 
Philips from persons then or thereafter 
contracting, or desiring or offering or in- 
tending to contract, for the performance of 
or furnishing to the City of Brooklyn, labor 
or material, that Willis would “ willfully ne- 
glect, omit, and actually violate his duty 
as such Commissioner of City Works as 


aforesaid imposed by law, and permit his 
subordinates to omit, neglect, and violate 
their duties as such, in any particular in 
which such neglect, omission, or violation 
should to them, the said Willis and Phil- 
ips and such divers other persons or any 
of them, appear to be effective to aid said 
Philips and such divers other persons in ob- 
taining moneys from such persons or con- 
tractors as aforesaid.”’ 

The Second Appellaté Division, in an 
opinion by Justice Willard Bartlett, has re- 
versed the judgment and overruled the de- 
murrer, holding that the conspiracy sought 
to be set- out in the indictment constituted 
a cmme under Sections 117 and 154 of the 
Penal Code. 

‘In the case of a conspiracy to commit 
a crime here,’? Justice Bartlett says, “it 
matters not whether the crime contemplated 
is the main object of and sought to be at- 
tained by the conspirators, or only a means 
to that end. It is enough to constitute a 
conspiracy that the parties; whatever the 
incentive to the agreement may be, or what- 
ever part it may play in a larger scheme, 
have agreed together to commit a crime. 

* * * Tf the conspiracy was indefinite, 
the pleader cannot be called upon to state 
a definite conspiracy in order to make the 
indictment good. rticulars cannot be 
pleaded which did not enter into the agree- 
ment. The real question is whether such 
agreement as is stated in the indictment, 
no matter how indefinite it was, and no 
matter how general in its terms, constitutes 
a criminal conspiracy under the statute. 
We cannot doubt that the compact charged 
is a crime. To ‘hold otherwise would be to 
adopt a rule which would free all conspir- 
ators from crimmal liability, if they only 
take care to make their agreements suffi- 
ciently general in terms.”’ 


$100,000 FOR EAST RIVER BRIDGES. 


Appropriation Made and Preliminary 
Work to be Pushed. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday appropriated $100,000 for 
preliminary work toward the construction 
of the two proposed bridges, from Manhat- 
tan to Brooklyn and from Manhattan to 
Queens. This was the amount asked for by 
Bridge Commissioner Shea. ‘‘ The money 
will last us several months,” said the Com- 
missioner. 

The Mayor said the work on the two pro- 
posed bridges, as well as that on the East 
River bridge now beine built, would be 
pushed as rapidly as possible. The way to 
relieve Manhattan and the Bronx from the

LEGAL NOTES. 


THE LIEN OF AN ATTORNEY.—Henrietta V. 
Vrooman, before beginning an action in 
Delaware County to recover from Elias A. 
Pickering for personal injuries claimed to 
have been inflicted upon her by him, exe- 
cuted an agreement in writing with her 
attorney, by which she retained him to 
prosecute the case, agreeing that in consid- 
eration of his paying expenses, and for his 
services in the trial, he should have one- 
half of what might be primarily recovered, 
or obtained by a settlement before trial, in 
addition to his taxable costs. The defend- 
ant did not appear or plead in the suit 
which was then begun, and under a writ 
of inquiry a Sheriff’s jury awarded $300 
damages, besides $129 costs. After execu- 


tion was issued, Mr. Pickering settled with 
Mrs. Vrooman, and she satisfied the judg- 
ment of record. She being destitute, the 
Court then granted an application by her 
attorney to vacate the satisfaction of the 
judgment, Justice Clearwater. before whom 
the matter was brought, holding that it is 
now well settled that it is not necessary for 
an attorney to give notice of his claim in 
order to protect the lien for his fees or dis- 
bursements, upon a judgment in his client's 
favor. The Court held that an attorney’s 
lien is now a statutory lien, of which all 
the world must take notice, and any one 
settling with the plaintiff, without the 
knowledge of his attorney, assumes all 
risks. In stch case the Court will inter- 
fere and protect its officers by vacating the 
satisfaction of the judgment, and permit 
execution to issue for the enforcement of 
judgment to the extent of the lien, or by 
following the proceeds in the hands of third 
arties who received them before or after 
udgment, impressed with the lien.

der to establish title to property through a 
gift inter vivos, from one since deceased, ag 
against his estate, evidence to that effect 
of great probative force must be furnished 
clearly establishing every element of a valid 
gift—namely, that the decedent intended to 
divest himself of the title in favor of the 
donee, and accompanied his intent by a de- 
livery of the subject matter of the gift. 


DE THOMSEN WILL PROBATED. 


Contest Over the Baron’s Estate Set- 
tled Out of Court. 


The contest over the will of Baron Chris- 
tian de Thomsen has been settled out of 
court, and the will has been admitted to 
probate. Baron de Thomsen died several 
months ago, leaving an estate valued at 
considerably over half a million dolars. By 
the terms of his will he practically disin- 


herited his foster-daughter, Mrs. Sylvia von 
Beck, leaving her only the income of $35,- 
000. She came to this country from Den- 
mark with her husband to contest the will 
Counsel on both sides refused yesterday to 
tell the basis of settlement. 
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
